Technology Graduates. Details of a com- 
prehensive course in Photographic Equip- 
ment Technology intended to relieve the 
continuing shortage of trained personnel 
in the repair and maintenance of photo- 
graphic equipment were given in the 
September 1955 T&T department. The 2- 
year course of study, conducted at the 
Long Island Agricultural and Technical 
Institute, Farmingdale, N. Y., covers a 
wide range of subjects from physics and 
mathematics to photographic materials 
and business organization and manage- 
ment. In June of this year, the first 
graduating class, 17 individuals, will get 
their degrees—Associate in Applied Sci- 
ence. The school authorities believe that 
these graduates, with a reasonable period 
of on-the-job training, will be exception- 
ally qualified for positions in equipment 
installation, service, and maintenance, and 
they will be happy to release information 
on the capabilities and job interests of 
each student in the graduating class who 
has not already been engaged. Inquiries 
should be addressed to the Office of Guid- 
ance and Placement of the Industrial Di- 
vision of the Institute, at Farmingdale. 
In addition, the 21 students of the present 
first-year class, enrolled in 1956, are be- 
ing placed in summer jobs in the photo- 
graphic industry, and information about 
these individuals can also be had from 
the placement office. During the term be- 
ginning September 1957, the Institute’s 
facilities are being expanded to accommo- 
date a freshman Class of 36 students. In- 
formation as to admission requirements 
may be had upon inquiry to the Institute. 
Tuition is free to New York State resi- 
dents, and a moderate fee is charged out- 
of-state students. Large campus and dor- 
mitory facilities are available on the 
premises. As a matter of general interest, 
the shortage of trained personnel in this 
field has been so acute in recent years 
that the industry members of the National 
Association of Photographic Manufactur- 
ers contributed more than $50,000 worth 
of photographic training equipment to the 
Institute in furtherance of this program. 


Color Balance. Our observation in T&T 
this past February about the increasing 
significance of “decamired” values rather 
than degrees Kelvin as a measure of color 
temperature is now being confirmed in 
the photographic marketplace. On Feb- 
ruary 15, the new Gossen Sixticolor color- 
temperature meter which we first saw at 
Photokina in Cologne last September was 
introduced here by Kling Photo Corpora- 
tion, New York City. Like almost every 
other meter of this type available in the 
past, the Sixticolor indicates directly the 
color temperature of the light source in 
“degrees Kelvin” (ranging from 2600 to 
20,000 K). However, a simple adjustable

scale on the face of the meter also indi- 
cates the difference between the color 
balance of the color film used (either 
daylight, Type F, A, or B) and that of 
the light source—in evenly spaced deca- 
mired values. (The decamired is a loga- 
rithmic expression of color temperature, 
derived by dividing 100,000 by degrees 
Kelvin.) When the light source is too 
“warm” for the film in use, the meter 
indicates the decamired value of the 
properly calibrated blue-series filter that 
will establish the correct color balance; 
when the light source is too “cool” for 
the film, it indicates the decamired value 
of the proper red-series filter. 

Shortly after the Sixticolor meter was 
introduced, a news release from Enteco 
Industries announced the availability of 
kits of six laminated Decamired Light- 
Balancing Filters “for Gossen Sixticolor 
and other color-temperature meters.” 
These come in each of nine sizes ranging 
from 21.5 mm (and Series 4) through Series 
9 at prices ranging from $9.95 to $59.95 
per set and from $1.70 to $10.50 per in- 
dividual replacement filter. The two series 
—bluish and reddish—are each available 
in 3, 6, and 12 decamired values. Enteco 
recommends that these filters be used to- 
gether in twos and threes where neces- 
sary to provide decamired values of 3, 6, 
9, 12, 15, 18, 21, and 24. 

Prior to the introduction of the Sixti- 
color meter, Burleigh Brooks of New York 
and Ponder & Best, Los Angeles, had an- 
nounced similar sets of decamired-cali- 
brated mass-dyed optical-glass color-com- 
pensating filters for Rollei cameras with 
bluish and reddish filters rated at 2, 5, 
and 11 decamireds in each series . . . Un-

Increasing Ektachrome Speed. A number 
of procedures have been suggested and 
used by individuals and custom process- 
ing laboratories to increase the effective

films since their first appearance in 1955. 
None have earned the official approval of 
Kodak. Recently, E-K technicians came 
up with a processing system which the 
Company feels confident “will yield good 
results and still be fairly simple to use” 
for obtaining a speed increase of one full 
stop. Details have been published in 
Kodak Professional Notes, 57-1. Briefly, 
two steps are involved. The time in the 
Process E-2 first developer is increased 
from 10 minutes to 14, and 5 fluid drams 
of 10-percent sodium hydroxide per gal- 
lon (5 ce per liter) are added to the Proc- 
ess E-2 color developer—without any 
change in the processing time. It is 
claimed that the color balance of daylight- 
type Ektachrome film is not affected to 
any great degree by the modified process. 
However, Type F Ektachrome film tends 
to turn out slightly reddish, and the use 
in front of the camera lens of a CC-10C 
(cyan) filter or CC-10C plus CC-05C (for 
some emulsions) is recommended to com- 
pensate for the coloration. The Process 
E-2 color developer can be returned to its 
original form for normal-speed process- 
ing by adding 3% drams of 10 percent 
(by volume) sulfuric acid solution per 
gallon. Kodak advises users that maxi- 
mum density is lowered and contrast 
raised by processing for increased speeds. 
It is also suggested that some emulsions 
may react differently than others to the 
modified procedure; hence, pretesting is 
strongly recommended. 


Electronic Flash Kit. The build-it-your- 
self movement which used to command 
many pages of layout space in POPULAR 
PHOTOGRAPHY in the late 1930s and early 
1940s is with us again. Where enlargers, 
contact printers, projectors, and even 
view cameras used to capture the fancy 
of the home-workshop fan, interest today 
is aimed principally in the direction of 
electronic lighting and accessory devices. 
A particularly handy and useful kit for 
constructing one’s own electronic-flash 
unit recently came to our attention—the 
Knight Electronic Photoflash (and AC 
Power Supply) marketed by Allied Ra- 
dio Corp., 100 N. Western Avenue, Chica- 
go 80, Ill. This is basically a 50-watt- 
second electronic-flash unit operated from 
a 300-volt Burgess U-200 battery—and, 
with the auxiliary a-c power supply which 
replaces the battery in the unit’s power- 
pack, from 105- to 125-volt household al- 
ternating current as well.

Another interesting item in the 1956 re- 
port refers to progress made toward com- 
mercial development of (Polaroid) Vecto- 
graph film for full-color stereoscopic mo- 
tion pictures—a program on which the 
Polaroid Corporation is cooperating with 
the Technicolor Corporation. Sample runs 
are promised in 1957. With the 3-D movie 
situation now in a state of complete col- 
lapse, this announcement appears to be a 
matter of academic interest only.

New Technical Society. A new national 
Society of Photographic Scientists and 
Engineers (SPSE) incorporating the mem- 
bership of the now reconstituted Techni- 
cal Division of the Photographic Society 
of America (PSA) and the former Society 
of Photographic Engineers (SPE) was 
announced last February 28. Many of the 
1,200 individuals enrolled in the SPSE are 
recognized as outstanding leaders in pho 
tographic science and engineering. Pur 
pose of the new organization is “the ad- 
vancement and diffusion of knowledge of 
the science of photography and its appli- 
cations,” and one of its stated objectives 
is to further “the application of science 
to photography and of photography to sci- 
ence, engineering, and industry.” These 
objectives will be achieved through the 
presentation of papers at local chapter 
meetings of the Society, through annual 
conferences, and the publication of a new 
technical journal to be called Photograph- 
ic Science and Engineering. At this time, 
new SPSE charters are being prepared 
for issue to former local SPE chapters, 
and invitations are being extended to 
former local sections of the Technical 
Division, PSA to affiliate themselves with 
the new national Society as local chap- 
ters. The first annual conference of the 
SPSE is being planned for the fall of 1957 
at a location and exact time to be an- 
nounced in the near future. 

From an organizational standpoint, all 
members in good standing of the PSA 
Technical Division and the SPE, as of 
December 14, 1956, were enrolled in the 
new technical society as unclassified 
members—with the privilege of voting in 
the election of officers scheduled for April 
(prior to the editorial closing of this is- 
sue). These individuals will be classified 
later in the year under the terms of a new 
constitution. 

In the wake of the formation of the new 
technical society, the Photographic So- 
ciety of America board of directors re- 
cently approved the reconstitution of its 
Technical Division as the “Phototech- 
niques Division,” whose purpose is to pro- 
vide better services, programs, and other 
activities to aid, instruct, or otherwise 
benefit all members of the PSA.—®

Processing CU Kodacolor 

I have been shooting some Kodacolor 
CU-120 and understand I can also make 
transparencies from it; can you tell me 
how?—L.R.L., Carmichael, Calif. 

Some workers have had good success 
with making positive transparencies on 
the new Ektacolor Print film. Although 
this is designed for use with the Type 
B and Type S Ektacolor Films (which 
make a color negative like Kodacolor) 
I have seen some good transparencies 
made on it from Kodacolor. If you are 
a careful technician and can process 
color materials you should be able to do 
this yourself without too much trouble. 


Speed-boosting Limits 

I have read a great deal about the new 
Anscochrome films and how they can 
have their speeds boosted up in process- 
ing but haven’t been able to find any 
data on this. Has it been published?— 
M.B.L., Ann Arbor, Michigan 

There has been some information pub- 
lished on this but I haven’t seen any in 
these pages for some time. The process- 
ing variations are not difficult and if you 
process Anscochrome normally you 
should have no trouble. Let me say that 
boosting the speed one full stop gives 
transparencies of excellent quality and 
in some cases they are even better than 
those processed normally. The higher 
speeds give color, and although it is ac- 
ceptable color it is not good color—but 
after all Ansco says it gives only “color 
information and not color quality.”

Please note that when the speed is 
pushed to 100, 125, and 250 you must not 
expect the color to be good; it may be ac- 
ceptable but it will not be perfect. Also, 
you may find that you will need to use 
corrective filters with some emulsions 
when they are pushed to the higher 
speeds, 


Trade-in—Best Cure 

I have been shooting some Super-slides 
in my Rollei but find that when they are 
projected the corners are not sharp; how 
can I correct this?—V.C.A., Winnetka, 
Illinois 

This sounds like the fault of your pro- 
jector and is likely to happen when try- 


ing to “stretch” lens coverage. Most new, 
modern projectors will cover the extra 
corner size of Super-Slides. Only thing 
I can suggest to do about yours is trade 
it in. Sorry! 


Agfacolor Processing 

Can you advise me who will make 
transparencies from developed Agfacolor 
Negatives? Is anyone in this country do- 
ing it?—B.D.M., Glendale, Mo. 

To the best of our knowledge there is 
no one offering this service here. I sug- 
gest that you return the materials to 
Agfa in Germany: Agfa-Umkehrdienst, 
Frankfort A/Main-Rodelheim, Parkweg 
22; Germany. Reports are that airmail 
service on this is fast and reliable. 


Food Dyes for Spot-tinting 

I have seen somewhere in the not-too- 
distant past written information on how to 
spot-tint color transparencies with the 
pure food dyes commonly found in the 
kitchen. Can you give me any informa- 
tion on this?—R.R.B., Charlotte, N. C. 

I think you saw an article or flier that 
the PSA (Photographic Society of Amer- 
ica) put out in which H. J. Ensenberger 
of Bloomington, Ill., told about using 
Dr. Price’s Food Dyes and applying them 
to transparencies with a small brush. 
You can also use Dr. Martins Transpar- 
ent Water Colors or Webster Photocolors. 
Some of the professionals have been 
using Flexichrome Dyes in a very dilute 
acetic acid solution (about 2 ce of 28% 
acetic acid per quart of water). 

If you are going to apply these to 
Kodachrome, you'll probably have to re- 
move the lacquer coating first. A 1% 
solution of sodium carbonate is useful 
for this. If you are interested in remov- 
ing the lacquer correctly, ask your dealer 
to get you a copy of Eastman Kodak’s 
Storage and Care of Kodak Color Films. 
On page 8 there are full details for re- 
moving lacquer from Kodachromes. 


Filter Information 

I’ve used Skylight filters in innumer- 
able situations including portraits in 
shade and distant views, and have even 
double-shot with and without the filter, 
but I find the filter doesn’t seem to have 
much effect. Is it to be used when one 
color predominates? Does it cause the 
softening of detail in a picture?—J. F. B., 
Washington, D.C. 

Skylight filters are used to cut exces- 
sive blueness from distant scenes and 
pictures made in open shade. However, it 
often is difficult to tell whether they have 
been effective or not; they tend to make 
the picture slightly less cold. Since they 
cut out a great deal of ultraviolet they 
will be most effective where the bluish- 
ness is caused by ultraviolet and not, as

Model Release Is Not License to Libel 


A recent court decision on model re- 
leases adds emphasis to the old adage 


| about not believing everything you read. 
| The decision is undoubtedly one of many 


to come down construing the standard in- 
dividual consent and release form signed 
by a model. 

Our readers will recall that we have on 
several occasions included the full text 


| of the release in our column. The form 


contains a statement that the picture may 
be used in whole or in part, or com- 
posite or distorted in character or form, 
and for waiver of the right to inspect and 
approve the picture before its use. 

In the case in question which arose in 
the New York Supreme Court, a photog- 
rapher’s model brought suit to recover 
damages for libel. She charged that in 
publishing her photograph the magazine 
depicted her with her hair completely 
removed, over a title reading “All Bald 
Up On Hair-Do’s?” 

The release which the model signed 
contained all the usual legal language 
permitting the use of the picture in dis- 
torted form and giving up the right to 
inspect and approve the picture before 
publication. 

The Court held that the model release 
even though broad in form was not a 
license to libel. In commenting on the 
publication’s defense, the Court said: “De- 
fendant, however, argues the defense is 
adequate if the release, liberally inter- 
preted on its face * * * supports the con- 
tention that it covers the publication. 
Consequently, since the release granted 
permissible liberties with plaintiff’s like- 
ness, even to the extent of the grotesque 
or ridiculous, and with the use of a fic- 
titious name, it is argued that the re- 
lease imposes no liability for violation of 
civil rights or for libel upon the facts 
alleged and that the composite or dis- 
torted picture was authorized.” 

The Court, however, 
jected this theory, saying: 
“The difficulty with defendant’s ar- 
gument is that a consent to a com- 
posite or distorted representation is 
not a consent to such tampering that 
becomes libelous. The absence of 
such consent is not altered by the 

mere waiver of inspection.” 

This decision is a clear warning to pho- 
tographers and others that a model re- 


completely re- 


lease will not be considered an excuse 
for tampering with a photograph where, 
as a result, the model is held up to scorn, 
ridicule, or defamation of character. 

Remember, the law of New York which 
is followed in most other states says only 
that you must not use a person’s picture 
for trade or profit without his or her writ- 
ten consent. So, while the standard form 
of release is a good one to use to cover 
a commercial use and will afford the 
necessary legal protection, don’t go re- 
moving the girl’s hair or taking other 
liberties with the picture which will place 
it within the orbit of libelous matter. This, 
of course, applies not only to tampering, 
but to its use in connection with an ar- 
ticle or report which may be libelous, as 
for example the use of a picture of a 
person of good reputation and character 
in connection with a story about gang- 
sters. 

This decision of the New York Court 
is an indication of things to come. We 
believe many more will follow in view of 
the increase of litigation involving libel 
by photograph and invasion of the rights 
of privacy. Many of these are cases in 
which model releases were obtained. So, 
the form of the release will be subject to 
further examination in the light of the 
facts of each case. 

Whether or not there will be a further 
whittling away of the effectiveness of the 
standard form of release remains to be 
seen. In the meanwhile, may we suggest 
that great care be used in the perform- 
ance of photographic surgery, even with 
a release, lest the person whose ear, nose, 
hair, etc., has been removed, claim that 
the operation was bungled—and lest the 
Court agree, as happened in the afore- 
mentioned case.—

in distant scenes, by haze, dust, water 
droplets, etc. I often use them for out- 
door shots when the sky is slightly over- 
cast. However, remember that the filter 
you see no effect with is still good, Al- 
though relatively stable, filters tend to 
fade in time, especially filters that will 
be used in direct sunlight. I find that 
some of the color filters, especially the 


sandwiched type, may fade within a few 
months when used in bright sunlight. As 
to diminishing detail: a good filter that 
is flat (and has not been dropped!) . 
should give excellent sharpness. If it 
gives pictures less sharp than normal, it 
may have been dropped and knocked out 
of line. Then it may be wedge-shaped 
and cause distortion and softness. The 
solid optical-glass filters, of course, do 
not fade, and stay flat.—

Choosing Your Judges 

According to my mail, one phase of 
camera club life and hard times which 
seems to give many groups difficulty is 
the matter of securing judges for local 
competitions. 

Some clubs simply have three of their 
own members act as a jury, rotating the 
job from meeting to meeting. This seems 
to work well enough in certain cases, but 
in my opinion it has two major weak- 
nesses. First, those who are judging ob- 
viously cannot enter their own work. This 
cuts down the number of entries, which 
is a thing always to be avoided. Second, 
members of your own clan soon get so 
they can identify a fellow member’s work 
nine out of ten times. And no matter how 
impartial you may be, it simply isn’t pos- 
sible to avoid having some sort of sub- 
conscious reaction, at least, when you 
know whose work is on easel or screen. 
You may, for example, be fed right up 
to here with George’s blue-toned glossies, 
or Helen’s cat studies, or Willie’s screw- 
ball abstracts, or Fred’s 16x20 gargan- 
tuans. And you're going to react accord- 
ingly, even though you fight it. 

So I urge you to obtain an outside critic 
whenever you can. It may be an artist or 
an art teacher in the vicinity. He or she 
may not be completely hep, photographi- 
cally, in your opinion—but no matter. 
You’re certain to get an interesting an- 
alysis of pictures as pictures. Another 
possibility would be someone in your area 
who has had success as a salon exhibitor, 
or a person who makes his living with a 
camera. The exhibitor at least will know 
what passes the juries “higher up.” The 
professional will know what makes a pic- 
ture sell. Either person will have some 
pointers for you. 

Certainly any of these individuals may 
have shortcomings, as far as camera club 
judging is concerned. Any or all of them 
may well have standards so loftly as to 
seem discouraging to you. Some may em- 
phasize values which in your opinion 
don’t merit such emphasis. (“Can you 
imagine that creep giving Jerry a first 
place on that no-good print?”) But 
honest criticism—no matter how harsh— 
never really hurt anybody yet. 

In any case, a major consideration is 
to keep from getting angry about what 
goes on. It’s entirely possible that your 
guest judge will tee off on one of your 
club’s sacred cows. In that case don’t 
show annoyance, either in the judge’s 
presence or later. Instead, be complete- 
ly honest, and see whether the group can’t 
absorb at least a little benefit. 

Maybe the character you invited to 
judge your club’s work is inordinately 
fond of cats or dogs or babies, or water 
lilies, or wagon wheels (check one)— 
remember, the next guy may have a fond- 
ness for your pet subject! 

The outside judge, when qualified in 
any way, can do a lot to jar you out of 
lethargy or complacency. And such digs 


as you may get are bound to give you 
ideas.

Protect Darkroom Scales 


Two of the black dividers from packages 
of sheet film serve excellently to protect 
pans of darkroom scales from possible 
pitting or staining when weighing pow- 
dered chemicals. Also, if chemicals are 
poured directly into pans, the paper 
guards against residue of one chemical 
getting mixed with the one next weighed 
—unless pans are cleaned thoroughly each 
time. A fresh paper is used for each pow- 
der; one paper on each pan is required 
for balance—C. West, Seaford, IIl. 


When Roll-Film 


Catching or jamming of film when load- 
ing a roll-film tank may be due to such 
causes as an uneven film edge, or by the 
tank not having been cleaned and dried 
completely after previous use. Or perhaps 
the grooves of the reel require just a 
little lubrication. One method of smooth- 
ing them quickly and easily is with a 
very soft-lead pencil, used as shown here, 
applied carefully and evenly to spread a 
thin coating of soft lead to the grooves.— 
C. Persson, Gothenburg, Sweden. 


A small camel's-hair brush and a dis- 
carded case from a clinical thermometer 
can be combined to make a handy lens 
brush that can be clipped to pocket like 
a pen or pencil. Cut off enough of lens- 
brush handle to allow bristles to extend 
past top of lower part of open case (just 
as thermometer extends—when case is 
closed its top will cover and protect 
bristles.) The flat spring inside the case 
helps to hold brush firmly in place— 
A. A. Savage, N. Sacramento, Calif. 


For Cooling Solutions 


The glass tubes in which some tooth- 
brushes are sold, or test tubes of similar 
size, can be used as cooling devices for 
darkroom solutions in hot weather. Put 
ice, cracked small, and salt into one of 
these tubes—not all the way to the top— 
then use tube to stir solution slowly until 
cooled to the desired temperature. The 
small amount of moisture that forms on 
outside of tube will not affect strength of 
solution —C. S. Rivera, Manila, Philip- 
pines. 


Emergency Space-Saver for Developing 


The one-galion tank designed for develop- 
ing 8x10 negatives can be used for 4x5 or 
other size sheet film by taping together the 
smaller developing hangers as shown in 
the accompanying illustration. A strong 
plastic-coated adhesive tape should be 
used, making a firm joining. In this way, 
different sizes of negatives can be proc- 
essed simultaneously in one tank when 
space is a problem. The tape can be re- 
moved easily when the work is completed.

Editorial 
Pornography 
on the Newsstands 


Pandering is an offensive occupation, but 
men who ply this trade do so usually under 
cover of darkness. Yet today all over the coun- 
try and in broad daylight magazines are 
catering to the baser passions and desires, 
brazenly peddling sex images in the name of 
“photography.” 

A pornographic blight is infesting the 
newsstands of America, which, if it is allowed 
to spread, will ultimately degrade the whole 
magazine publishing industry. Hardly a week 
goes by that does not see yet another pseudo- 
sophisticated magazine catering to men. 
They’re spawning like termites! 

All of these magazines unfortunately ex- 
ploit photography, some of them insidiously 
pretending to be devoted to the technique of 
the camera, and we are ashamed to say that 
photographers whom we once respected are 


| contributing to this noxious fraud. 


This exploitation of photography, espe- 


| cially in publications which use the word 
| “photography” on the cover, is an affront 


to the whole photographic world. Such maga- 


| zines have nothing whatever to do with the 
| art and craft of photography, which is used 


as a mere pretext for the pictures of women 


presented in erotic poses inside. 


This is not to be construed as an attack on 


| glamor photographs which are a legitimate 


and healthy manifestation of photography, 
nor on nude studies, which are as important 
to photographers as are figure studies to the 


}| painter and sculptor. There always has been 
| and always will be a place in POPULAR PHO- 


TOGRAPHY for the vivacious glamor shot and 
the enchanting nude.

YOUR METER 
CAN’T THINK 


It’s a vital and 
sensitive instrument, 
but your own intelligence 


must help vt work 


ver since Daguerre, Niepce, 
Fox-Talbot, et al, unleashed photog- 
raphy upon an unsuspecting world prac- 
titioners of the camera art have mulled, 
fretted, chafed, and stewed over the 
problem of exposure. F/what, at what 
speed? One of our favorite authors, R. 
Child Bayley, whose The Complete Pho- 
tographer first appeared in 1906, has this 
to Say: 

“Exposure is the crux of the photo- 
graphic process. Beside it, the other op- 
erations are comparatively simple, and : 
can be definitely and fully prescribed. c he subject: it has wide tonal range in background, plus extremes of contrast.

more useful. One popular table, which 
was issued before the turn of the cen- 
tury, was in slide-rule form. The pho- 
tographer merely aligned the Hurter 
and Drifheld speed of his plate with 
the month of the year, and day of the 
month, in order to read off exposure 
recommendations for different types of 
subject matter, and lighting conditions. 

Next came the first exposure meters. 
In one of the earliest types the photog- 
rapher would measure the amount of 
time required for a piece of sensitized 
paper (supplied by the meter manufac 
turer) to darken to a standardized black- 
ness, line up this figure with the H. & D. 
speed of his plate, and arrive at an ex- 
posure. Then came the extinction types, 
which are still being manufactured, in 
which the last number or symbol which 
can be read when the meter is pointed 
at the subject determines the exposure. 

By comparison, the modern photoelec- 
tric exposure meter is a prosaic work of 
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art. Its three basic parts are: (1) A 
light-sensitive element, usually an iron 
disk coated with selenium, over which 
an excruciatingly thin and _ perfectly 
transparent layer of gold is plated. Selen- 
ium has the ability to convert light 
energy into electrical energy, the other 
metals serving only to provide electrical 
contacts. (2) A tiny, but extremely sensi- 
tive, galvanometer consisting of a small 
coil of copper wire (with a very light 
indicator needle) pivoted between the 
poles of a strong permanent magnet. 
The more light falling on the photo- 
electric cell, the more current produced 
by the selenium, the more the pivoted 
coil turns, and the higher the needle 
indication. (3) The third and last part 
of the photoelectric exposure meter is an 
integrating calculator dial on which we 
set the film-speed rating of our film and 
the meter reading in order to obtain an 
exposure in terms of f-stop and shutter- 
speed combinations. 


Need for exposure accuracy 

Before getting into the types of pho- 
toelectric meters, and their applications, 
it might be well to consider the problem 
of exposure accuracy (“appropriateness” 
is a better word). How accurate do we 
need to be? 

Modern films have considerable ex- 
posure latitude, which is to say that 
decent prints can be made from nega- 
tives receiving a wide variety of different 
exposures. The average medium-speed 
film will withstand a spread of about five 
f-stops, most thin-emulsion films at least 
three f-stops. 

This means, frankly, that we can be 
quite sloppy—if we're willing to accept 
inferior technical quality. The optimum 
results in terms of grain, gradation, and 
sharpness is compressed into a very 
much narrower range. To obtain these 
optimum results consistently demands 
that the photographer make careful use 
of a good photoelectric exposure meter.

A second important reason why ex- 
posure accuracy is important, even with 
wide-latitude materials, is that most of 
us today are using cameras that make 
from six to thirty-six, or more, negatives 
on the same roll of film. This means 
that all of our negatives are slated to 
receive identical development. If we're 
mixing indoor and outdoor shots on the 
same roll, or have pictures made at dif 
ferent times with widely varying subject 
and/or lighting conditions, the fact that 
all the negatives are going to receive the 
same processing treatment means that 
all of our exposures have to be closely 
consistent. 

Ideally, unusual subject and/or light 
ing conditions are best handled by 
altering both the exposure and the 
development. For example, to bridge an 
extremely great contrast range the best 
procedure would be to increase exposure 
and decrease development, or switch to 
a slower-working, less active developer. 
Unless all of our exposures on the roll 
are of this same situation we can not 
resort to either alternative 
seriously injuring negatives exposed 
properly for normal or low-contrast 
scenes. Our only solution is an accurate 
meter reading which will permit us to 
move in the direction we want, as fa 
as is possible, by exposure alone. 

Color is, of course, a fourth reason for 
exposure accuracy. Even though the 
latitude (in terms of acceptable trans- 
parencies) of such films as Kodachrome

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and Anscochrome is considerable, varia- 
tions of 14 stop, and sometimes even less, 
will be immediately discernible. Here 
again, the degree of accuracy needed 
will depend upon the individual and 
his objectives. 


The film speed index 

The first step in using any exposure 
meter is to set the appropriate film speed 
index on the exposure-calculator dial. 
Although this would appear to be a sim- 
ple matter of routine, several facts 
should be understood by careful expos- 
ure-meter users. 

The black-and-white film-speed _in- 
dexes recommended by the manufactur- 
ers are intentionally set at considerably 
less than the true film-speed rating in 
order to produce the greatest possible 
exposure-latitude spread. This is done, 
with some justice, in order to protect 
the overwhelming majority of consum- 
ers who, the film makers have learned 
from experience, either don’t use a 
meter, or use it improperly, have poorly 
calibrated or otherwise imperfect camera 
equipment, or are either careless or ig- 
norant of the niceties of exposure. By 
pegging the speed at a lower level they 
automatically extend the film's exposure 
latitude in the direction of underexpos- 
ure. 

For this reason the manufacturers’ ex- 
posure indexes will always produce some 
degree of overexposure when accurate 
meter readings are made. In the case of

high-speed films the manufacturer's pub- 
lished indexes are two to three f-stops 


(4 to 8 times) more than the true film 
speed. Medium-speed films are usually 
padded by two full stops, and medium- 
contrast thin-emulsion films by one full 
stop. 

Optimum image quality with any 
black-and-white film, in terms of fine 
grain and sharpness, is obtained by that 
degree of exposure which yields the 
minimum required shadow density, in 
conjunction with normal development 
in a formula appropriate to the film in 
question. For this reason most critical 
photographers, and this includes most 
professionals, expose medium-speed films 
on the basis of exposure-meter-index 
settings from two to four times higher 
than the manufacturers’ ratings, and 
thin-emulsion films at twice, or slightly 
more than twice, the published indexes. 

The meter’s film-speed indicator can 
serve as a convenience when using filters 
which involve fairly large exposure-in- 
crease factors. If, for example, we're 
shooting with a filter whose factor is 2x 
we can, in effect, build in the filter fac- 
tor by simply halving our exposure-in- 
dex setting. This prevents our forget- 
ting to apply the factor, and providing 
you remember to reset the meter to the 
original rating once you've finished us- 
ing the filter, is a very practical shoot- 
ing procedure.

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hin-emulsion films have given 

new meaning to those sought- 

after hallmarks of photographic 

image quality: brilliance, gra- 

dation, sharpness, and fine grain. 
Two years ago their wonders were un- 
folded before the American photo- 
graphic public by the introduction of 
Adox KB-14 and KB-17. (See PopuLar 
PHoTocRAPHy, May 1955.) The re- 
sponse may be measured by the fact that 
we have today no less than six nationally 
distributed 35-mm, and five #120 roll- 
film, thin-emulsion films. : 

There are three reasons why thin-films 
produce negatives which retain sharp- 
ness and exhibit next to no grain even 
when tremendously enlarged. They are, 
first, that their emulsions are signifi- 
cantly thinner than those of normal 
films, second, that these emulsions con- 
tain less silver than faster films, and 
third, that the individual particles with- 
in the emulsion are somewhat smaller. 

A film consists, basically, of a random 
scattering of light-sensitive silver halides 
suspended in a layer of animal gelatin 
which is coated onto an acetate support 
or base. To understand some of the

A report on the new Super Anscochrome— 


rated at 100, it can be pushed to give 


good results under adverse conditions ey sos scuwa.sera 


he fastest color film ever pro- 

duced was officially unveiled 
last March at the International Photo- 
graphic Exposition in Washington, D. C. 
Called Super Anscochrome, the new 
bundle from Binghamton carries an ex- 
posure index of 100 (for ASA calibrated 
meters). Three years ago the fastest 
black-and-white films available had this 
same speed rating. 

Tests made with this film under dingy 
winter conditions in New York City and 
in the bright sunshine of Cypress Gar- 
dens, Florida, reveal the following facts: 

(1) Super Anscochrome works won- 
derfully well at exposure index 100. 
Color, contrast, and graininess appear 
similar to standard E.I. 32 Anscochrome 
with normal exposure and processing. 

(2) Super Anscochrome can effectively 
be employed at 200 with two minor proc- 
essing adjustments. Contrast picks up 
somewhat, blues are better saturated. 
Over-all 200 quality is very much like 
standard E.I. 32 Anscochrome exposed 
and processed for 64, with grain of the

new film as fine or perhaps very slightly 
finer. Major difference is the lower max- 
imum density (which*color technicians 
prefer to call “D-max”). This means 
that completely black areas on shots 
made with exposures at 100 and stand- 
ard processing will tend to be some- 
what less than opaque on the 200 ex- 
posures with forced processing. The 
lower D-max at 200 opens up shadow 
areas somewhat, making more pro- 
nounced a very famous and desirable 
characteristic of the standard E.I. 32 
Anscochrome. 

(3) Our tests indicate that the use of 
even higher effective exposure indexes 
is entirely feasible, although more will 
have to be discovered about appropriate 
filtering for various types of daylight 
shooting conditions, as well as the ideal 
processing variations. Some of our shots 
made at 400 were entirely satisfactory, 
although the generally lower level of 
solar saturation made comparison with 
exposures shot and processed at 200 un- 
favorable. In many instances we noted 
that 400 exposures tended to inject a 
magenta cast in neutral areas, and light 
blue skies tended to go purplish. 

One of the best pieces of news con- 
cerning Super Anscochrome is that it is 
processed in the same chemicals as stand- 


ard E.I. 32 Anscochrome. The only 
difference is in the times employed in 
the first and color developers. The data 
below indicates that, surprisingly 
enough, the new material receives less 
development in the first developer than 
the E.I. 32 material. Here are Ansco’s 
recommended times for both films in 
these two steps:

captures fleeting instants with a miniature 


“When I think about photographing my children,” 
says Don Ornitz of Los Angeles, “I look toward finding 
again and preserving those times when both light and 
expression came together and left me a momentary im 
age, lovely but beyond recall.” He pursues this elusive 
treasure with a Leica M-}3, feeling that for such work 
“the miniature camera is the least obtrusive and fast 
est.” Here are some examples of his technique, all shot 
within a few minutes, before a white-curtained win 
dow that furnished soft backlight. His daughter was at 
first sensitive to the pres- 
ence of the camera—small 
as it was. She objected, 
“Stop looking at me with 
that big eye!” Don left 
the room and came back 
later to find the girl so 
wrapped up in the music 
that she took no notice of 
him. He used the Leica 
with its normal 50-mm 
Summicron lens, and fast 
panchromatic film, shoot- 
ing at 1/100 second, f/2.8.

He stakes out a 
claim for his kind of photography: 
“Many people think that fine precision 
made small and medium-sized cameras 
have made the large view camera obso- 
lete. I seriously doubt whether this will 
happen. The finest examples of photog- 
raphy as an art are seen in original prints 
made from large negatives contact- 
printed. What are the virtues of this 
photography? The answer is not too dif- 
ficult for the photographer who finds his 
inspirations in nature and people in 
their natural surroundings. Here beauty 
is seen in close-up views of finely weath- 
ered trees or rocks with their strong 
three-dimensional forms and exquisite 
textures. Here landscapes and seascapes 
in spring, summer, fall, and winter offer 
a wealth of material to the perceiving 
eye. In nature’s world the large camera 
reigns supreme. And people with nature 
as a background seem far enough away 
from their man-made world to become a 
part of nature itself. No need here for 
hurry. A life is a minute and time seems 
to stop except for light, and there’s time 
to capture it. 


Bullock makes a revealing comparison 


between the views of two outstanding 
but poles-apart photographers. “One of 
the greatest exponents of miniature cam- -" im 
era nh, Henri Cartier-Bresson, defined if. Pane tht a ‘i

Ed- 

ward Weston, one of the giants with the 

8x10 camera, shares the conviction that 

the image must be conceived at the mo- 

ment of exposure with all plastic ele- 

ments fully integrated into the organic 

whole. In spite of agreement on this 

philosophic thought their photography 

shows deep and basic differences graphi- 

cally symbolized by the respective sizes 

of the cameras they use.” 


Bullock, of course, allies himself with 
Weston, and bears out his own lucid 
words about people and nature in the 
four pictures shown here. He analyzes 
in detail his thinking about one of the 
pictures, the child under the arch of a 
dead tree: “The tall thistle plants and 
arching tree presented a dramatic scale 
next to her tiny body. She was acutely 
aware of being in a strange and rather 
fearsome place. By using all the picture 
elements—the child, her eerie back- 
ground, and the strong image quality of 
large-film contact printing—I set out to 
produce a photograph which would cre- 
ate a mood and one which would symbo- 
lize any child’s fear of the unknown.”

BLACK-AND-WHITE 


He you ever thought about put- 

ting your entire black-and-white 
print collection into a slide show? Have 
you considered copying important pic- 
ture stories from magazines or ex- 
hibitions for home projection? These 
projects and many others equally novel 
are possible with Eastman Kodak's 
black-and-white transparency film, Di- 
rect Positive Panchromatic. 

This emulsion, on the market for 
some time, is one of the forgotten ma- 
terials of photography. However, once 
a photographer discovers its great versa- 
tility, it is bound to become one of his 
working tools. 

One of the chief arguments against 
black-and-white transparencies has been 
that “a print can’t be made from a black- 
and-white transparency.” This argument 
is a false one. Thanks to Direct Positive’s 
sister product, Eastman Kodak’s Super 
Speed Direct Positive Paper, the photog- 
rapher can have both a black-and-white 
slide and print, too! 

Now let’s consider all 
questions about the film. 

1. How is it bought? 

At present Direct Positive film can be 
purchased only in 35-mm bulk form. 
Photographers buy a 100-foot roll for 
$7.90 and load their own cassettes. 

2. How do you expose it? 

The film is rated at ASA 80 for day- 
light and ASA 64 for tungsten. It has 
a latitude of approximately one half 
stop. Transparencies which have been 


the relevant 
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overexposed are excessively contrasty 
while the underexposed transparencies 
are flat and somewhat dense. Correct 
exposure gives transparencies brilliant 
highlights, open shadows, and a long 
range of gray tones. For best results take 
exposure readings as carefully as you 
would for color film. 

3- How do you process the film? 

Eastman Kodak sells a special direct- 
positive-film processing kit for $3.20. 

Here are the steps necessary: 

First develop for nine minutes. 

Rinse for two to five minutes. 

Bleach for three minutes. 

Use clearing bath for two minutes. 

Use redeveloper for eight minutes. 

Rinse for one minute. 

Use the fixing bath for five minutes. 

Wash for twenty minutes. 

Use a wetting agent for half a minute. 

Dry for twenty minutes to one hour. 

For every roll you develop make sure 
that you increase your development time 
one minute. Also agitate the solution 
every minute and make sure its temper- 
ature is 68 degrees. Use any acid hard- 
ening solution for hypo. The wetting 
agent is used for fast drying. All chem- 
icals and agents listed above are sup- 
plied in the Kodak Processing kit. 

4- Can the film be pushed? 

The following test was made to find 
out if Direct Positive Film could be ex- 
posed for a higher ASA rating. 

Exposures were made at two- and one- 
stop overexposures; normal; and at one-, 


two-, three-, and four-stop underexpo- 
sures. Three different developers were 
used: The developer supplied with the 
direct-positive processing kit; D-76, a 
medium-contrast developer; and Kero- 
fine, one of the lesser known, low- 
contrast developers. (D-76 and Kerofine 
are developers often used to push film.) 

Strips of exposed film were run 
through each of the developers for nine- 
teen minutes, the equivalent of approx- 
imately 100 percent overdevelopment. 
Then they were run normally through 
the rest of the steps, consisting of 
bleaching, clearing, redeveloping, and 
washing. 

Inspections of the Kerofine and D-76 

positive showed very dark images, indi- 
cating very little development of the 
original negative image on the film, and 
consequently an excess of silver on the 
film to be developed in the second de- 
veloper. The direct-positive developer, 
which is a high-contrast developer, pro- 
duced somewhat flat, but still usable, 
transparencies at two stops underexpo- 
sure. 
The test indicates the film has very 
little “pushability.” For good image 
quality, it should be exposed at, or very 
near, normal emulsion speeds and proc- 
essed at normal times in the recom- 
mended solutions. 

5. Can Direct Positive be used as a 
negative film if necessary? 

A series of stepped exposures were 
made on Direct Positive. Kodak D-23, 























TRANSPARENCIES 


a soft-working developer, was used. One 
strip was developed for nine minutes, 
which is the normal processing time for 
this developer. A second strip received 
12 minutes; the third was given 15 min- 
utes. The negatives were then fixed, 
washed, dried, and examined very care- 
fully on a light box for over-all density 
and contrast. 

On the normally developed strip, the 
negative which had received the proper 
exposure showed an over-all density and 
contrast range which corresponded ac- 
curately to the contrast range in the 
original subject matter. 

On the 12-minute strip, the negative 
which had been underexposed one stop 
had the same density as the normally 
exposed and normally developed nega- 
tive. On the 15-minute strip, the nega- 
tive two stops underexposed matched 
the normal negative. Both these nega- 
tives, however, had a slight, but notice- 
able, increase in contrast over the normal 
negative. This contrast increase was not 
enough, however, to require more than 
a half-grade change in paper contrast. 

A close inspection of the entire range 
of negatives on all three strips, showed 
no blocking-up in the highlights. In the 
shadow areas, however, there was a no- 
ticeable image loss with decreases in 
exposure. 

This test shows the film can be used 
as a negative material with reasonably 
good results. It indicates the potential 
to take both over- and underexposure, 


and that it can be pushed to higher- 
than-normal emulsion speeds, providing 
it is given adequate development. 

Now let’s consider Eastman Kodak 
Super Speed Positive Paper. 

1. How do you buy it? 

It is available, in eight different sizes, 
from 214x314 (100 sheets for $1.90) to 
8x10 (25 sheets for $4.45). 

In principle, the direct-positive paper 
works very much like the film. It is first 
developed, then bleached, cleared, re- 
developed, and fixed. 

In a series of tests, enlargements were 
made from direct-positive transparen- 
cies. (This paper can also be used for 
making black-and-white prints from 
color transparencies.) The _ resulting 
prints tended to be excessively con- 
trasty, and did not show many of the 
transparencies’ fine details. The paper 
lends itself to a certain amount of 
manipulation, however, once you _be- 
come used to doing everything in re- 
verse. If you want something darker 
in the final print, you hold it back dur- 
ing printing; if you want it lighter, you 
burn-in. You have to remember that the 
original image is bleached out and the 
remaining silver is redeveloped to pro- 
duce the final image. 

The paper is adequate for small prints, 
but it cannot be recommended where 
high-quality enlargements are needed. 
However, this paper has one big advan- 
tage: The processing time is less than 
ten minutes from first development to

Direct Positive Panchromatic Film is 
wonderful for making positive slides for 
projection purposes. Its fine grain and 
exceptionally long tonal scale produces 
images which can be projected without 
loss of detail or sharpness. Its 64-80 
emulsion speed makes it sensitive enough 
for shooting pictures under most condi- 
tions without the help of artificial light. 
In an emergency, it can be used as a 
negative material if, after you have shot 
the picture, you decide you want prints 
rather than transparencies. 

Both materials are versatile and rela- 
tively inexpensive. They should not be 
overlooked or forgotten.—j@

he introduction of the Leica M-3 in 

1954 evoked considerable amount 
of continuing speculation about the pos- 
sible future, or lack of future, of the 
traditional Leica camera design. In con- 
structing the M-3 the wizards of Wetzlar

the further development of the original 
camera design which first pioneered 35- 
mm still photography should not be per- 
mitted to die out. 

All kinds of reasons were given, and 
the continuing popularity of the IIIf 
camera was not the least of these. The 
Leica was always the smallest and most 
compact of all the top-drawer miniatures, 
and many photographers so loved the 
comfortable feel of the traditional Leicas 
that they completely rejected the larger, 
somewhat heavier M-camera. Scientists 
technicians, and other highly specialized 
users frequently did not need all of the 


M-camera’s much vaunted versatility. 


Moreover, many people had assembled 
large investments in accessories for the 
III-series Leicas which were not com- 
patible with the M-3 body. 

For these, and doubtless other reasons, 
Leitz has finally reaffirmed the future of 
the traditional Leica design by announc- 
ing a new camera, the Model IIIg, which 
replaces the simultaneously discontinued 
Model IIIf, which had been manufactured 
continuously since 1950. The new Leica 
IlIlg was unveiled for the first time at the 
International Photographic Exposition in 
Washington, D. C., last March. 

The IlIIg is the seventh in a line of

QUICK-RETURN MIRROR 


pimp ng one of the most useful cam- 
eras is the 35-mm single-lens reflex. 
It offers not only the high-speed lenses 
and shutters common to other 35-mm in- 
struments, but the possibility for exact 
image control and freedom from parallax 
under any conditions. The reflex system, 
using a mirror to reflect the picture seen 
by the lens onto a groundglass screen for 
composing and focusing, is precise and 
reasonably simple. When the picture is 
to be taken, the mirror is swung out of 
the way and the picture, instead of being 
directed to the groundglass, reaches the 
film. At the instant the exposure is made, 
the cameraman cannot see his image in 
the groundglass since the mirror has 
been displaced. It is not until the mirror 
is reset in its viewing position that the 
user has control of his picture again. 

It is this “blackout” which has tended 
to inhibit the use of the single-lens re- 
flex. Unless the shutter is immediately 
reset, thus resetting the mirror, there is 
no image on the groundglass. In the new 
Japanese-made Asahiflex, the designers 
have come up with an answer to the 
problem of what to do about returning 
the mirror to viewing position instantly 
thus keeping it in viewing position with- 
out keeping the shutter under constant 
tension. 

Using a spring-loaded mirror, the Asa- 
hiflex offers a clear view of the scene be- 
fore and immediately after exposure, 
giving some of the convenience and 
speed of eye-level rangefinder cameras. 
For eye-level work where maximum 
speed is required and where the action 
is too fast for focusing, 
optical finder too. 

In other respects, the camera is a good 
example of the workmanship that is cre- 
ating a new reputation for Japanese cam- 
eras and optics. The standard lens sup- 
plied is either a five-element 58-mm Tak- 
umar f/2.4 or a four-element 50-mm f/3.5. 
Both lenses have preset diaphragms. 
The focal-plane shutter has speeds from 
% to 1/500 second. This range is ade- 
quate for about 95 percent of all picture- 
taking needs; many photographers have 
never used a speed higher than 1/500 in 
years of photography. However, a one- 
second shutter setting can be very useful 
and it should be added on future models. 
The shutter is quite noiseless, probably 
because it is not coupled to the mirror 
action. 

A fairly complete range of accessories 
is available, including an 83-mm f/1.9 
lens, a 135-mm f/3.5, and two lenses, a 
100-mm f/3.5 and 500-mm f/5, which are 
shown in the distributor’s literature but 
not listed in the price schedule. All 
lenses are in screw mounts.

Other items include extension tubes 
and a bellows assembly for close-up 
work, a microscope adapter for photo- 
micrography and a copying stand. There 
is, of course, the usual sunshade, filters, 
and flash unit. 

The camera handles easily. The body 
release is at the top of the camera next 
to the film-winding knob. It is fairly 
smooth and soft. The shutter is arranged 
so that a large knob on top sets the fast 
speeds (from 1/25 to 1/500 and Bulb) 
and a smaller knob on the front of the 
camera sets speed from 1/2 to 1/25 sec- 
ond and Time. The flash contacts are on 
the front of the camera; one is marked 
FP for 15-millisecond-delay bulbs, the 
other is for X, 0-delay, and electronic 
flash. 

An automatic preset diaphragm would 
add much to the convenience (and the 
price) of the Asahiflex. With the present 
arrangement, a brake-wheel action is used. 
The setting ring is set at the desired 
f-stop. This keeps the diaphragm ring 
from moving past that stop.

Thus, if the setting ring is 
put at f/8, the user can shift from wide 
open to f/8, which is as far as the iris 
control will move. There is no restric- 
tion on movement from f/8 to wide open 
When the control ring is set at f/3.5 
(the widest opening on the 50-mm lens), 
the lens is locked at f/3.5. Setting the 
ring at f/16, on the other hand, permits 
free travel of the diaphragm control any- 
where. In practice, it is simpler than in 
theory, but an automatic preset 
would still simplify things

Fo nearly a year, ever since shortly 
before the 1956 political conventions, 
along with the nation’s leading news pho- 
tographers and photo editors we have been 
testing an exciting new Kodak sheet film 
mysteriously labeled “SO 1177,” under a 
pledge not to reveal its existence in print 
until after its scheduled debut at the 
Washington IPEX trade show in March. 

Now the wraps are off, and SO 1177 has 
been revealed as Kodak Royal-X Pan 
sheet film. An ASA speed index of 650 
has been announced, as was foreshadowed 
by the statement in the preliminary data 
sheet that Royal-X Pan is “two-to-four 
times faster than Kodak Royal Pan, de- 
pending upon the time of development.” 

Royal-X Pan is, without a doubt, the 
world’s fastest film. It is capable of pro- 
ducing full-bodied 4x5 negatives under 
the dimmest imaginable existing-light 
conditions with - effective film-speed 
ratings as high as 4,000 (for ASA cali- 
brated meters). With more moderate de- 
velopment it produces excellent gradation 
and contrast, and a surprising abundance 
of shadow detail, when exposed at 2,000. 
With forcing, Royal-X Pan has also pro- 
duced highly creditable results with ef- 
fective speed indexes in the improbable 
neighborhood of 8,000 to 12,000! 

The two most important limiting fac- 
tors in achieving high effective emulsion 
speeds are excessive grain and contrast. 
Royal-X Pan is not a fine-grain film. Nei- 
ther is it outstanding in its resistance to 
excessive contrast. It is, however, a large-

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format sheet film. And while 35-mm and 
244x214 negatives are commonly enlarged 
from approximately 5 to 20 diameters 
(linear) a 4x5 sheet-film negative is sel- 
dom blown up more than 2 to 5 times. 
In vulgar parlance this means that we 
can get away with murder. And this is 
just about what we’ve been doing. 

All of the better-known press-type de- 
velopers were tested with Royal-X Pan, 
along with a number of special brews, but 
the outstanding successes were rolled up 
by that old favorite, DK-60a, which ap- 
pears to understand this film’s require- 
ments best. Developing times running 
from about 8 to 18 minutes at 70F with 
10 to 15 seconds of agitation per minute 
pulled in exposures from 2,000 to 8,000. 
With the increase in developing time 
comes a gradual blanketing of fog, but 
even at 18 minutes we do not consider 
this at all harmful, and in so far as the 
fog tends to lower over-all contrast by 
contributing significantly more to the 
shadow areas than to the highlights, it 
may even be said to be helpful. Exposure 
and development data are rather harder 
to come by with a tolerant 4x5 negative 
than is the case with 35-mm negatives, 
but the following table will probably 
prove helpful for your first steps with 
Royal-X Pan:

Case of the two-tone case 


You're a detective assigned to watch a 
camera shop. Look for a man coming 
out carrying a small case. It'll be two- 


tone. Follow him. Your job: find out 
what’s in the case. 

The man takes the case home. Hurries. 
He’s impatient, excited, maybe. Gets 
home, sets case on table. Fingers tremble 
as he removes cover. Inside is something 
you’ve never seen before. Looks like a 
2x2 slide projector but it’s too flat, has 
knobs on top. 

Suspect takes a cord out of the top. 
Plugs cord in. Faint sound emerges from 
machine. Couldn’t be a blower, too 
quiet. Throws a switch and a light pours 
forth on a screen. Couldn’t be a pro- 
jector, too much light from so small a 
package. 

But wait! The man puts a slide in the 
instrument and there it is on the screen. 
It must be a projector. Still some doubt. 
Man focuses by turning a radio-type 
knob on top. Adjusts elevation same 
way. 

Assignment completed. It’s a slide 
projector, all right. The Kodak 300 Pro- 
jector. Nothing like it. Hurry back to 
camera shop. Find price is $59.50 with 
Kodak Readymatic Changer, $69.50 
with magazine-type changer. Reach for 
wallet. You are going to walk out with 
one yourself! 


Shutter up or lens down? 


When a photographer loads with Kodak 
Ektachrome Film (daylight index 32) he 
has the choice of speeding his shutter up 
1co 


or closing his lens down. Either one will 
compensate for the extra speed of this 
faster color film. Which one is better? 
Nearly always when there’s a choice 
it’s better to speed up the shutter. Es- 
pecially with miniature cameras. The 
faster shutter helps guard against slight 
camera tremor that takes the fine edge 
off image detail. This insurance usually 


is more worth while than the slight gain 
in field depth from closing down a stop 
or so. 

Close-ups, of course, are the excep- 
tion. There, it’s best to support the 
camera firmly (on a tripod, clamp, etc.) 
and stop down for all the depth you can, 


Filter fun 


Most photographers have a basic set of 
filters: a general-use yellow filter for 
black-and-white shots, a daylight-type 
color film filter to prevent excess blue in 
open shade, on hazy days, and in dis- 
tant scenic shots, and a daylight conver- 
sion filter for Type A or Type F color 
films. 

These are standard. But the real fun 
comes in experimenting with filters for 
really unusual effects or difficult photo- 
graphic projects. 

For example, with black-and-white 
film, a Kodak Wratten A Filter will do 
wonders in bringing out the texture of 
architectural stone. A Kodak Wratten 
G Filter will do the same for brick. An 
X1 or K2 filter will separate light reds 
from other colors in photographing col- 
ored boxes.

If your 
camera is loaded with the new Kodak 
Royal-X Pan Film, you can go right 
ahead, shoot.

These are the vital statistics: the high- 
impact polystyrene frame, finished in 
gray, is 13% inches square; the heavy- 
gauge Plexiglass viewing screen, 10 
inches square; maximum thickness from 
front to back, 2 inches. The metal vinyl- 
covered tubular easel support can be 
used in either of two pairs of sockets; 
the two reflecting surfaces are covered 
with vertically wrinkled aluminum foil— 
a flat rectangular shield across the front 
of the fluorescent tube and a primary re- 
flector engendered by moving a true par- 
abola across the width of the illuminator 
at right angles to its plane. The Idealite 
operates on 110-115-volt a-c only; the 
fluorescent tube ballast (transformer) is 
part of the plug-in assembly at the end 
of the electrical connecting cord. A sim- 
ple push-pull switch turns the unit on 
and off almost instantaneously. 

The color quality of the illuminated 
viewing surface is neither as yellow as 
that provided by incandescent lamps nor 
as blue as blue-filtered incandescent 
sources. Variations in illumination from 
the top to the bottom of the screen are 
difficult to detect without a sensitive 
light-measuring instrument—hot-spotting 
can’t possibly occur in the center of the 
screen because of the very nature of the 
lamp-reflector design. A set of careful 
light-meter measurements of a produc- 
tion sample showed maximum luminance 
at the edge of the screen closest to the 
light source and minimum luminance at 
the center. The ratio between maximum 
and minimum didn’t exceed 1:1.23 con- 
trasted to 1:4 and 1:32.5 for two compa- 
rable commercial viewers of other design. 
The weighted average luminance of the 
Idealite screen was somewhat lower than 
that of the two comparable illuminators, 
but in no case was the average level so 
low as to impair the comfort of the view- 
er examining normally exposed color 
transparencies. Where desired, the av- 
erage luminance of the Idealite screen 
can be increased by changing the ballast 
(at some sacrifice of the extremely long 
life of the fluorescent light source). 

As for coolness of operation, the Ideal- 
ite, when operated at a room tempera- 
ture of 70 F in a near-vertical position, 
showed no more than 85 F at the point 
of maximum heat with continuous opera- 
tion and 77 F at the point of minimum 
heat. The weighted average was 78.4 F 
compared to 101F and 86F for compa- 
rable competitive illuminators. 

The Idealite is being sold for many other 
purposes than as a straightforward color- 
transparency illuminator. Its coolness 
makes it suitable as a permanent trans- 
parency display device—hung on a wall 
as a picture frame It is also useful for 
spotting and retouching negatives and 
transparencies, for layout and stripping, 
and for proving color prints or engrav- 
ings against original transparency copy. 
It also serves the purpose of a portable 
tracing table that can be carried around 
in a briefcase. Distribution arrangements 
have already been made in the art sup- 
ply, graphic arts, and display fields in 
addition to photographic supply stores. 
The manufacturer’s recommended selling 
price is $24.95; replacement tubes are 
available at $1.45 each.—

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THE MINOLTA A-2 


A recent recruit to the ranks of the 
more-for-your-money medium-priced 
35s is the Minolta A2. The newest mem- 
ber of the Minolta line, it has several im- 
provements over the Model A which 
make it of interest to the photographer. 

The first improvement is the brilliant- 
frame combined range- and viewfinder. 
This is a bright-line type, showing a total 
area greater than that covered by the 
lens. Suspended in the center of the field 
is a bright line, showing just what will 
be included in the final picture. This type 
of finder is very easy to use, especially by 
people who wear glasses. Usually, the 
glasses prevent the eye from coming close 
enough to an ordinary optical finder to 
see the whole field. All that is visible is 
the center portion. By enlarging the find- 
er and marking off the center portion, the 
spectacle wearer can see the whole pic- 
ture. 

The lens is a five-element 45-mm Rok- 
kor f/2.8. Many cameras in this class 
have been using four-element, or even 
three-element lenses in this speed. How- 
ever, generally speaking, the faster a 
lens gets, the more elements are needed 
to insure at least a minimum of proper 
correction. Thus, a three-element f/4.5 of 
good construction may give a perfectly 
satisfactory image, whereas a _ similar 
construction in f/2.8 will give inferior re- 
sults. Formerly, lens designers shied 
away from using too many elements be- 
cause of light-transmission losses. Every 
glass-to-air surface meant a loss of about 


5 percent of light transmission. A typical 
four-element lens with six glass-to-air 
surfaces transmitted about 70 percent of 
the light indicated by the f-stop. With 
modern lens coating, however, these loss- 
es have been reduced to about 1 percent 
for each glass-to-air surface, leaving de- 
signers free to concentrate on correction 
instead of light transmission. 

The shutter is an Optiper MXV with 
speeds from 1 to 1/400 second. A single- 
stroke lever is used for setting the shut- 
ter. This is coupled with the film trans- 
port so that double exposures are im- 
possible. The camera focuses by a lever 
on the lens mount from 39 inches to in- 
finity. The Minolta also has a built-in 
flash-exposure guide used to correlate 
guide numbers and subject-camera dis- 
tance to determine correct exposure. A 
unique feature is the red mark on top of 
the camera to indicate the film plane. 
This is especially useful in extreme close- 
up work where depth of field is measured 
in fractions of an inch and where meas- 
urements are made from film plane to 
subject. 

The Minolta A-2, a member of that 
growing class of $69.95 cameras, is a good 
example of the value found in this range.

REDISCOVER YOUR 


How much do you know about your movie camera? 


Are there controls on it that you are overlooking be- 


cause you don’t recognize their value? Are you in 


snd Central Camera, N. Y. 


Are you fully aware of the advantages of your 
three-lens turret or accessory turret attach- 
ment camera? Do you switch lenses just for the 
sake of novelty or are you using them to pro- 
duce better scenes? 

The normal lens is probably the most com- 
monly used. It gets the solid, all around shots. 
But what of the other two lenses? The tele- 
photo is not a lens for just “bringing things 
closer,” and the wide angle isn’t just for “get- 
ting more in your picture.” There are more 
subtle uses which often make the difference 
between average and excellent footage. 

A telephoto can: throw backgrounds out of 
focus and center attention on subjects; change 
perspective dramatically; give a sense of the 
camera’s participation by getting in exception- 
ally close to a subject; hurdle physical barriers 
(animal cages, bodies of water, fences, flying 
in airplanes, traveling in ships); give a sense 
of intimacy. 

A wide-angle can: accommodate a greater 
picture area without having to change your 
shooting position; put more of the subject into 
the frame; be used for making titles and for 
close-up work; allow you to avoid excessive 
panning. 

How do you determine the lens for a par- 
ticular scene? Now any of the three lenses can 
be used for a scene and used well. You must 
interpret the subject in terms of the three 
lenses. For instance, a wide-angle shot of a 
building will show it in relation to other build- 
ings around it—it can make the building shoot 
up at a pointed angle. 

Maybe each lens should be used and later the 


best sequences edited into your final produc- 
tion.

examine your movie technique and let it expand. 


2 SINGLE-FRAME 


Ever wonder how professional movie photog- 
raphers are able to show the actual growth, 
budding, and blooming of a beautiful flower? 
Well, it’s done by the use of single-frame expo- 
sure. This control, which even the inexpensive 
movie camera has, does just what its name im- 
plies—exposes one frame at a time. 

Mount your camera on a tripod. Start shoot- 
ing an inanimate object, one frame at a time. In 
between exposures, move the object just a bit 
each time. Result: when projected on the screen 
the object will seem to move by itself. 

Here (photographs at left) a bottle empties 
while a glass fills itself. Effect is accomplished 
by single-frame photography. On screen this 
sequence is mystifying. Also, try shooting a 
person in a particular scene. Stop the camera, 
have the person leave the scene, then resume 
shooting. Result: person will appear to have 
vanished. One of the most familiar uses of stop- 
motion is with the famous television commercial 
which shows cigarettes marching out of a pack. 
You can imitate such commercials with differ- 
ent objects. 

Select your backgrounds and props carefully. 
Try not to make the mistake of shooting single- 
frame with different backgrounds. 

In animation, too, motion is the end product 
of many single-frame exposures. The cartoons 
you see in movie theaters and the advertise- 
ments on television use this photographic proc- 
ess. You can use it for titling. 

Use single-frame for tricks or for serious 
work. Doing a business film? You can make 
lines rise and fall on a graph. Building a home? 
Show it go up, day by day. 
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3 CONTINUOUS MOTION 


John L. Alexander 


Vea probably are the producer, director, and screen 
writer of your movies but have you ever been the 
cameraman and star at the same time? Here’s how 
to do it. Set your camera on a tripod and press the 
start release down so it is set on continuous run. The 
continuous-run feature is not there just to spare the 
pressure on your thumb but to help you get into 
some of your footage. It permits you to get into the 
act. 

If you have your child out for a walk in the coun- 
try, hold his hand and walk toward the camera. When 
you put the camera on “automatic pilot” you can 
control the amount of the run by how fully you wind 
the camera. When the action is complete or the 
spring has run down, stop the camera. 

Plan your screen debut carefully. If you have to 
stop the camera before the wind expires make sure 
you’re not caught running toward the camera. If 
this can’t be helped edit it out of your final film. 

The use of a good tripod can provide many inter- 
esting shots using continuous run. Don’t use the 
tripod in one stationary position. Vary its angle of 
view and position. The way you place the tripod is 
the way you would stand if you were actually shoot- 
ing the film. 


Setting your camera at 16 frames per second doesn’t 
always reveal the finer points of action. 

Suppose you're sitting ringside at a boxing match. 
The man in the white trunks throws a left uppercut 
and floors his opponent. How much of this action did 
you really see? You probably saw little. Shooting at 
64 fps your camera will “expand” motion. The man 
in white moves forward, lifts his left hand very 
slowly, and connects with his opponent’s chin. The 
victim floats to the canvas. 

The obvious experience with slow motion is to pro- 
duce something on the screen which you can’t actu- 
ally follow through with a speed of 16 fps. It’s effec- 
tive, too, in shooting dancers whirling around on a 
ballroom floor; a diver becomes a thing of beauty 
when the camera reveals all the motions of his art. 

Tourists who pass a scenic spot in an airplane, 
train, or car will obtain smoother screen performance 
if they use a speed setting of 32 fps. 

Still objects at night which make proper exposure 
often impossible at 16 and 24 fps, can be easily re- 
corded at slower shutter speeds. The building, at left, 
is an example; eight fps gave correct exposure. (Be 
careful not to get moving objects in extra-slow shots. 
They will bullet across screen.)

holds a high sense of responsibility not 
only to its readers and advertisers but to 
the entire photographic industry, and it 
regards photography as a wholesome and 
creative activity far removed from the 
degrading picture being created on the 
newsstands of America today. 

While we are opposed to censorship in 
principle, we deplore this pornographic 
blight with its implications that photog- 
raphy is a salacious activity carried on 
with cameras hidden in boudoirs. 

Is censorship the only way to cope with 
this vicious virus? We hope not; and 
there are grounds for hope. For one 
thing, an increasing number of newsdeal- 
ers with a high sense of responsibility to 
the communities they serve, are refusing 
to foul their stands with these magazines, 
which the big dollar-hungry distributors 
are trying to force them to carry. For 
another, it is well to recall that a similar 
epidemic of filth occurred about fifteen 
years ago, lasted a few years, and finally 
subsided because the public rebelled. 

If the big distributors refuse to clean 
up the newsstands themselves, the stench 
will result either in ultimate public re- 
vulsion, which would be good, or censor- 
ship, which would be bad for photogra- 
phy, freedom of the press, and democ- 
racy. Nobody wants that.—Bruce Downes.

New Automatic Reflex 


Crank film transport, low price are features of 


new Japanese twin-lens reflex introduced here 


HE twin-lens reflex continues to 

move along despite the strong com- 
petition of 35-mm cameras and a number 
of new models are being introduced to 
fill the demand for this moderately priced, 
easy-to-use type. One of the newest is 
the Yashica-Mat, a Japanese import fea- 
turing fully automatic operation at the 
slightly amazing price of $75.50. 

When this camera arrived, almost 
everyone who saw it asked, “how do they 
do this at such a low price?” We don’t 
know but the Yashica-Mat represents 
quite a bit of camera. The lens is a four- 
element Lumaxar 75-mm f/3.5 similar, 
we would guess, to the Tessar. This de- 
sign has been around for quite a long 
time and has been used by many manu- 
facturers in producing a good, reasonably 
priced lens. Our sample performed well, 
comparing with the results obtained on 
similar cameras costing up to three times 
as much as the Yashica-Mat. It is coated 
to improve light transmission and con- 
trast, particularly helpful with color 
film. 

The shutter is a Copal MX with speeds 
from 1 second to 1/500 second and delayed 
action. It is set by making a half turn 


counter clockwise with the folding crank 
handle. The shutter setting and film 
transport are coupled so that double ex- 
posures are impossible. This also results 
in a rapid operating cycle as the camera 
is prepared for a new exposure in a quick 
back-and-forth motion. 

Two knurled knobs on the front of the 
shutter housing are used to set shutter 
speeds and f-stops, both of which are 
visible from above. Focusing is done with 
the usual wheel at the side of the camera. 
The groundglass is ruled off in %-inch 
squares and there is a field lens for a 
brighter image on the focusing panel. The 
camera is generally well-made and easy 
to use, with a very smooth body release 
at the lower-right-hand side of the front 
panel and a simple, efficient catch for the 
back panel. Bayonet rings on both tak- 
ing and viewing lenses accept all standard 
accessories. 

Loading is semiautomatic; the two ar- 
rows on the backing paper of the film are 
aligned with two arrows on the film track 
of the camera. When the camera is closed, 
the crank turns the film until it stops at 
#1 automatically, beginning the auto- 
matic operating sequence.—

series on the rehearsals for the televi- 
sion show Break the Bank, they kept 
their promise to the staff and technical 
crew to bring them prints of shots they 
appeared in. Result: they were able to 
return three times to shoot different 
angles, and were always given a good 
welcome and all the cooperation needed. 

The members try to observe common- 
sense rules in shooting assignments, 
studying the setup in advance in order to 
be conscious of the problems which may 
come up, staying where they are told to 
and not trying to “sneak” shots behind 
the backs of the people in charge. 

But all of their assignments aren’t big- 
time stuff like circuses and TV shows. 
Some of the work done has been a com- 
munity service, such as part of a large 
assignment tagged Suburbia. When it was 
finished they received a request from the 
head of the adult-education system in 
Herrick, L. I., to use some photographs 
in promoting his courses. Of course they 
gladly supplied prints. 

The Suburbia assignment was really in 
the way of a large photo essay in which 
pictures were shot starting from an out- 
lying station on the Long Island Rail- 
road (Patchogue) and photographing 
the changing scene right into the city, 
ending at the U.N. building. Along the 
way they tried to give their impressions 
of the environment and patterns of living 
of suburbanites. 

Shots were taken of the suburban 
highways and stations under all types of 
weather conditions. Once, a restaurant 
owner near Roslyn chased them with a 
clam knife when they attempted to take 
pictures of the garbage cans standing be- 
hind his restaurant; but when they en- 
tered his restaurant as customers and 
enjoyed one of his meals, he was all 
sweetness and light. The meals weren’t 
bad either—after all, even the best run 
of restaurants has to have garbage cans. 

Besides doing a lot of valuable shoot- 
ing on that assignment the trio learned 
things about their own neighborhood that 
they had never known before. 

An assignment that didn’t turn out as 
well as Suburbia was one shot at the 
Metropole, a jazz center in New York’s 
Times Square area. Generally speaking, 
although the group might have a few 
drinks with dinner, they try to stick 
strictly to business while shooting. At the 
Metropole, therefore, they carefully or- 
dered one beer apiece and started shoot- 
ing. Somehow the presence of three nosy 
lenses poking and clicking into every cor- 
ner, but bringing no money into the till, 
seemed to infuriate the management, and 
they were quietly but firmly shown to 
the door. 

Usually though, they get an amazing 
amount of cooperation. At one point 
they were shooting in a restricted area 
behind the hangars at La Guardia Air- 
port when a guard asked whom we were 
shooting for, and if we had cleared with 
public relations. 

“We're just a couple of amateurs test- 
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ing out a new lens,” Bob explained, and 
the guard smiled and waved them on. 
They sent him an 11x14 bleed-mounted 
action portrait. (“We believe strictly in 
large bleed-mounted prints and all of our 
work is mounted in this manner.”) 

Although no particular point has been 
made of attempting to get work pub- 
lished, several stories have been accepted 
by magazines. A set on the wrestling 
matches produced at Dumont Television 
Studios was published by Carnival Mag- 
azine recently. Others have appeared in 
this magazine, in PoPpULAR PHOTOGRAPHY 
ANNUAL, and in Picture Week Magazine. 

Although they shoot as a group, each is 
determined to maintain his integrity as 
an individual, and usually enters shows 
under his individual name rather than 
that of the group, but it has no specific 
rules on picture credits. 

As for equipment, all three use 3! 
cameras, but don’t completely agr 
lenses. Sid insists on using a 35-mm 
Nikor ile Bob and Shelly stick to what 
they call a “normal” 50-mm Canon 

Darkrooms (naturally they all do their 
own lab work) vary. One member has 
an air-conditioned luxurious cellar lab; 
another a large, comfortably air-condi- 
tioned closet, and the third a tiny over 
heated 40x 60-inch cupboard. But re- 
sults have been uniformly good. In the 
lab department, one of the advantages 
of Reportage has been the savings they’ve 
been able to effect by buying paper in 
bulk—250 11 x 14 Varigam sheets at one 
time. 

Bob and Shelly stick with Harvey’s 
777 for developer, but Sid, who is an in- 
dividualist in this matter, prefers to buy 
his own chemicals and mix up a D-23 
formula—says it’s “softer working,” and 
the grain is nicer looking. 

On the technical side, shooting as a 
group has made it possible to conduct 
some interesting tests on the comparative 
values of different films or pieces of 
equipment. Reason: ideal test conditions 
can be set up if each one uses a different 
film or lens to shoot the same scene. 
Then results are compared. Of course a 
photographer could load up three cam- 
eras and test things himself, but frankly, 
they claim it’s more fun to work with 
others if you’re the sociable type, and 
they feel they are. 

Actually, it’s that feeling of working 
together which makes the group’s activi- 
ties a pleasant way to pursue photog- 
raphy as a hobby. On the other hand, 
working in such a small group and con- 
centrating on one assignment at a time 
gives the members’ work more integrity 
and value than if they attempted to do 
the same thing through a camera club, 
where the abilities of the photographers 
often range from the out-and-out dub 
to the semipro expert, and as much time 
is spent talking as shooting. 

They’re happy w:th the way Reportage 
has worked out. It’s also their hope that 
others who are leoking for a new way to 
get fun out of photography will benefit 
frem their experiences. To get started, 
try to make a date at some pleasant, com- 
fortable restaurant.— 
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Your Meter Can't Think 


is aimed not at the subject but at the cam- 
era position. 

Many reflected-light meters such as the 
Weston, General Electric, and most Euro- 
pean brightness-range meters provide ac- 
cessories for making incident-light read- 
ings. To the best of our knowledge, the 
only meter designed primarily as an in- 
cident-light meter is the Brockway Nor- 
wood Director which, incidentally, pos- 
sesses an accessory for switching to the 


| reflected-light method. 


Before discussing the relative merits of 


| these two systems, the author wishes 


this personal viewpoint to be very clear: 
Arguments attempting to establish the 
inherent superiority of either the inci- 
dent- or reflected-light methods are pure 
pap. Both systems of exposure determi- 
nation are technically valid, and both 
have been tested and proved by the ex- 
perience of countless thousands of pho- 
tographers. The question is not which 
is better, but which will best suit your 
needs. 


The problem: 
brightness plus contrast 


The crucial factors in exposure deter- 
mination are the intensity of the light 
(or brightness) and the range of contrast- 
ing brightness which exist in the scene. 
Taken by itself, the brightness (or dim- 
ness) of a scene containing no contrast 
would present no real problem. All that’s 
required is that we give the right amount 
of exposure to record this brightness, 
however much or little it may be. But 
put this brightness in with a lot of other 
brightnesses, some brighter, some darker, 
and exposure becomes critical. This may 
best be appreciated if we consider these 
three rough statistics: 

(1) Theoretically, there’s no limit to 
the number of individual brightnesses in 
a scene, and situations containing upward 
of a thousand measurable variations in 
light intensity are frequently encoun- 
tered. 

(2) The wngest-scale films are capable 
of recording approximately 300 variations 
in intensity, while most films have a range 
of about 200. And, it’s worth noting, these 


| figures assume optimum exposure and de- 


velopment. 

(3) Slow contact-print papers can re- 
cord only very slightly more than thirty 
shades of gray between the blackest black 


| and the whitest white, and enlarging pa- 


pers possess even shorter ranges. 
Exposure can therefore be seen as a 


| problem in compression, and the greater 


the brightness range to be compressed, 
the more critical the problem. 
The brightness of any single area with- 
in a scene is determined by two factors: 
(1) The amount of illumination (inci- 


| dent light) falling upon the subject area 


in question, and 

(2) The percentage of the incident light 
which the subject area manages to reflect 
back to the camera (or reflectance). 

This is an important point to remem- 
ber because great differences in incident- 
light intensity can reverse the usual order 
of things and cause light-colored objects 
to require more exposure than dark-

colored objects in the same scene. The 
point is that a black object reflecting only 
5 or 10 percent of very strong sunlight 
may be brighter than a white object re- 
flecting 85 or 90 percent of the incident 
light in deep shade. 


Taking refiected-light readings 

There are three basic methods for de- 
termining exposure with a reflected-light 
meter: (1) The measurement of indi- 
vidual subject brightness at close quar- 
ters. (2) The over-all measurement of 
the general brightness level in a scene 
made from a distance. (3) The use of 
some nearby object substituting for the 
actual subject. 

By far the most accurate of these 
methods is the close-up reading of indi- 
vidual subject brightnesses, and least de- 
pendable is the over-all general-bright- 
ness measurement. 

Note: The use of adjectives such as 
“correct,” “accurate,” “right,” “dependa- 
ble,” and so forth, in front of the words 
“exposure” and “reading,” mean merely 
that such accurate, correct, right, depend- 
able exposures or meter readings will 
carry out the photographer’s intent, what- 
ever this may be. 

This relative lack of dependability of 
long-distance readings is due to a num- 
ber of factors, the understanding of which 
will add to your ability with the reflected- 
light meter. 

The first of these is the fact that a 
general reflected-light reading of a scene 
containing an approximately equal divi- 
sion of bright and dark areas will always 
indicate an exposure considerably more 
favorable to the bright than to the dark 
areas. This is easily seen if we consider 
a general distance reading in which 100 
units of light are received from the high- 
light areas, and 50 are contributed by the 
middle-value and dark-shadow areas. The 
meter would in this event recommend an 
exposure based upon the receipt of 150 
units of light. The bright summer sky is 
a prime source of this type of error, and 
efforts should be made to avoid “over- 
reading” the sky. The standard recom- 
mendation is to tip the meter downward 
at an angle which favors the foreground. 
Some other relative procedures will be 
discussed later. 

The second reason for the relative in- 
accuracy of long-distance reflected-light 
measurements has to do with the meters’ 
acceptance angles. These acceptance an- 
gles (the angular field in which bright- 
nesses will influence the cell) vary con- 
siderably from meter to meter. One au- 
thority states that the average acceptance 
angle is 40°, but many meters measure 
considerably broader beams. (Incidental- 
ly, it’s worth noting that when the meter 
is used on its high-sensitivity scale, the 
removal of the baffle, or the addition of 
an extra-large light-collector cell, will ma- 
terially increase the meter’s acceptance 
angle.) 

In many cases the meter’s acceptance 
angle can cause trouble by including 
items not within the camera lens’s field 
of view, or sometimes vice versa. Most 
cameras without lens interchangeability 
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give a field of view of about 46°, although 
the average seems slowly to be creeping 
upward. 

The final limiting factor in the accuracy 
of long distance, or “camera position” 
readings is its negation of the reflected- 
light meter’s basic virtue: The ability 
to measure different subject brightness 
separately. In our discussion of the 
brightness-range system we'll show how 
such individual brightness readings help 
in controlling contrast. 


Using the camera-position method 

Here are a few ideas for improving 
your long-distance general readings with 
a reflected-light meter. 

In addition to angling your meter down- 
ward so as to reduce sky influence, use 
your other hand to shade the cell. 

One photographer uses this method: 
The meter is held perfectly straight, 
parallel to the ground and slowly angled 
forward until it registers light from the 
foreground. The reading is taken from 
an intermediate value between the high- 
est and lowest indications. (See section 
headed Selecting Compromise Exposures.) 

This is similar to an old landscape 
technique. The meter is first pointed to 
read only the sky, at an angle of about 
45°. A second foreground reading is taken, 
exercising maximum care to reduce sky 
influence to a minimum. Again, a com- 
promise setting is used as the final read- 
ing. 

Always remember that long-distance 
readings tend to be overoptimistic, and 
therefore lead to underexposure. This 
tendency can be controlled by integrating 
the camera-position reading with a sub- 
stitute reading made of some convenient 
object. (See section headed The Substi- 
tute-Reading Method.) 

A number of factors (such as the ac- 
tinic quality of light and the influence 
of haze and heat waves) do not register 
on the meter. For this reason, as well as 
because of the general uncertainty of the 
long-distance measurement method, it’s 
advisable to make at least three bracketed 
exposures if the picture’s really impor- 
tant to you. 

Final word: Never rely on the camera- 
position method of reflected-light meas- 
urement when you're able to use one of 
the close-up reading methods. 


Close-up readings with 
refiected-light meters 

The most reliable readings obtainable 
with either incident- or reflected-light 
meters are those made right at the sub- 
ject position. The great advantage of the 
close-up method with the reflected-light 
meter is, as we have already explained, 
the ability to measure different subject 
brightness areas individually. This is 
usually referred to as the “brightness- 
range” method, and is almost always ex- 
plained in these two misleading sentences: 

“Take close-up readings of the brightest 
and the darkest objects in the scene. Set 
the calculator dial midway between these 
two values.” 

What’s wrong with the first sentence is 
simply this: In almost every scene con- 
taining a wide variety of brightnesses, the 
important subject brightnesses lie some- 
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where between the brightest and the 
darkest objects in the scene. The vital | 
readings are of the brightest and the 
darkest subject areas in which we want to 
record some degree of detail. In addition, | 
the constant repetition of this oversimpli- 
fication causes many photographers to | 
overlook the great value of measuring the 
brightness of other significant subject 
areas. 

The darkest objects usually encountered, 
such things as dark fabrics and relatively 
small pitch-black shadows, are usually so 
dark that if the brightest area is of aver- 
age summer brilliance, an exposure based 
on using this data will tend to be some- 
what more than we actually need. The 
brightest subject areas introduce the pos- 
sibility for similar exposure error. If we 
don’t want to record detail in these whit- 
est whites (speaking in terms of ultimate 
print quality) the use of such a reading in 
arriving at our compromise exposure will 
tend to be a somewhat thinner negative 
than might be desirable. Of course, if we 
do want detail rendition in both of these 
areas their brightnesses are significant, 
and must be measured. 

Here’s the basic brightness-range tech- 
nique that we’d like to suggest: 

(1) Take readings of the darkest and 
lightest subject areas in which you want 
to have detail or texture. 

(2) Make a third reading of the most 
important intermediate value in the pic- 
ture. Usually this will be a face, and in 
this case try to keep the compromise ex- 
posure fairly close to the exposure recom- 
mended by the face reading. 

More about this, and the second sen- 
tence in our quoted instructions for the 
brightness range method, in the section 
on exposure compromises. 

(3) If you have the time, and/or the 
inclination, take those two readings of the 
darkest dark, and brightest bright area in 
the scene. These measurements will in- 
dicate the degree of over- and under- 
exposure that your compromise exposure 
will produce in these areas, and provide 
a valuable clue to eventual negative and 
print quality. HINT: Because these last 
two readings are not really essential, in 
order to reduce the delay between meter- 
ing and shooting this writer’s practice is 
to take them after making the picture. 

Very often subject or other conditions 
make the basic three-readings brightness- 
range method too time-consuming. In this 
event it is possible to achieve a more than 
reasonable exposure recommendation 
from a single measurement of a signifi- 
cant middle-tone area. 

Most frequently this will be a close-up 
reading taken from a subject’s face. It is 
almost always desirable to give somewhat 
less exposure than the recommendation 
obtained by a single reflected-light face 
reading. Several manufacturers of re- 
flected-light meters actually recommend 
giving only half the exposure indicated, 
and as a general rule this is good advice. 
In many cases a substitute reading of 
your own hand may be employed where 
speed and/or unobtrusiveness are impor- 
tant, and the advice obtained may be even 
more accurate than the single-reading 
close-up method. We'll discuss this in a 
few moments. 
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In making close-up readings it is quite 
important to remember that the accept- 
ance angle of the meter is very wide, as 
we previously indicated. This can very 
readily lead to false readings unless the 
meter is held sufficiently close to the ob- 
ject being measured to exclude reflect- 
ances from various nearby subject areas. 
In making face readings, for instance, we 
ought to hold the meter within approxi- 
mately five to seven inches from the sub- 
ject. The side wall of a building, and other 
large objects, may permit a maximum 
distance of that many feet. The rule to 
remember: The smaller the area being 
measured, the closer the meter. 

As much as possible, close-up readings 
should be made from the direction in 
which you're going to shoot. Sometimes, 
for example with directional front-light- 
ing in the late afternoon, this may not be 
possible because of the shadow cast by 
the photographer, or by the meter itself. 
In such cases take your readings from as 
little to the side as it’s necessary to move 
in order to avoid the shadow, but avoid 
the common error of aiming the cell to- 
ward subject planes which lie parallel 
with your intended shooting direction, 
and which (in addition to not being seen 
by the lens) may give completely false 
information. 

Other common metermanship errors 
will be discussed in a later section. 


The substitute-reading method 

Very often either subject or lighting 
conditions make it necessary to measure 
some object other than the actual subject. 
Reasons vary from the inability to ap- 
proach distant subject matter to a desire 
to make light measurements without 
alerting subjects to their imminent dan- 
ger. 

If we’re photographing a distant scene, 
for example, in which our subject is made 
up largely of trees and foliage, readings 
made of brightnesses of nearby trees and 
foliage may serve as the basis for our 
exposure reckoning. Two important points 
to remember: To be valid such nearby 
objects must be receiving the same inci- 
dent light as our distant subject, and any 
readings must be taken from the direc- 
tion in which we’re going to shoot. 

In this method we’re measuring the dif- 
ferent subject brightnesses of a nearby 
object having very similar tonal values to 
the actual subject of our picture. A sec- 
ond highly useful substitute-reading tech- 
nique involves measuring the reflectance 
from one object having a middle-tone 
value. One of the best such objects, and 
undoubtedly the most widely used for the 
purpose, is the photographer’s other hand. 

The method is extremely simple: The 
hand is held in such a position that it 
receives the same illumination as the sub- 
ject in terms both of intensity and direc- 
tion. The meter is held three or four 
inches away, and a reading of the light 
reflected from the hand is taken. This sys- 
tem amounts to making an incident-light 
measurement with a refiected-light meter. 

Your final exposure must, of course, 
depend upon whether the tonal values in 
which you’re most interested are lighter 
or darker than your hand. However, be- 
fore adjusting your exposure some au- 


thorities recommend subtracting one full 
stop from the exposure based on the hand 
reading. Our own experience indicates 
that this is a good practice in outdoor 
picture-making, particularly where the 
subject matter includes a wide range of 
brightnesses. In very flat light, such as is 
found in deep shade, as well as in indoor 
available-light situations, we find that the 
initial hand-reading is almost always 
quite accurate. 

For very precise applications the Kodak 
Company sells special gray cards having a 
standard 18 percent reflectance value. 
These cards are extremely useful in in- 
door artificial-light work, particularly 
with color film. Out of doors, however, 
there doesn’t seem to be any real ad- 
vantage to using these cards as compared 
to the hand-reading method. 


incident-light meters 

There are two fundamentally different 
types of light collectors used on incident- 
light meters, or reflected-light instru- 
ments converted for use as incident-light 
meters. The first variety are three-dimen- 
sional, (like the convex Photosphere of 
the Brockway Director or the concave 
Invercone incident-light attachment sup- 
plied for use with the Weston reflected- 
light meter), and have the virtue of col- 
lecting all of the incident light falling on 
a subject. The second variety consists of 
flat, two-dimensional collectors. Except 
for head-on frontlighting, and right-be- 
hind-the-subject backlighting, these col- 
lectors do not receive the full incident 
light falling on the subject. Meters with 
flat-faced incident-light collectors must, 
therefore, be used in a somewhat different 
manner from meters equipped with three- 
dimensional collectors, as we shall indi- 
cate presently. 

Special mention should be made of the 
Brockway Director (formerly called the 
Norwood Director) which is the only 
meter available today which was designed 
from the start for incident-light measure- 
ment. The two unique design features of 
this instrument are the hemispherical 
Photosphere incident-light collector, and 
the swiveling meter head which can be 
turned completely around, or used in any 
desired intermediate position, to take 
readings without obstructing, or other- 
wise affecting, the incident light falling on 
your subject. 

The Brockway meter and the host of 
incident-light collectors available for op- 
tional use on reflected-light meters have 
been designed to give readings which will 
produce good rendition of subjects of 
average reflectance, such as skin tones. 

If we are primarily concerned with ac- 
curate rendition of middle tonal values 
we can rely upon the exposure indicated 
by a properly calibrated incident-light 
meter without any interpolation. There 
are some basic situations in which the 
advice imparted by an_incident-light 
meter must be interpolated in much the 
same way as we interpolate the readings 
obtained by reflected-light meters. These 
situations are: 

(1) A scene in which there is a con- 
siderable variation in the amount of inci- 
dent light falling on different parts of 
the picture. If for example, part of the 
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subject is im direct sunlight, part “in 
shadow, incident-light measurements from 
these positions will show a considerable 
fluctuation in value. 

(2) Since the incident-light meter has 
been adjusted for subjects of average re- 
flectance, we must adjust our exposure in 
photographing subjects of unusually high, 
or very low, reflectance. 


Taking incident-light 
meter readings 

The most accurate incident-light meter 
readings are those made from the subject 
position, the cell of course pointing at the 
camera position. Readings from greater 
distances are made by holding the meter 
so that it receives the same light incident 
to the subject. Camera-position readings 
with the incident-light meter (as with the 
refiected-light meter) tend to be increas- 
ingly overoptimistic as the distance be- 
tween camera and subject increases. 

When using the close-up method it’s a 
good idea to move the meter around in 
order to detect possible variations in the 
incident light falling on different subject 
areas. When the subject is illuminated by 
spotty patches of light, or is sidelighted, 
or is in some other way partially in bright 
light, partially in shade, two readings 
should be made and the exposure set at 
a compromise between the “hot” and 
“cold” readings. 

The technique involved in selecting 
such a compromise is discussed in the fol- 
lowing section, but one point should be 
brought out here: When an incident-light 
meter reveals, for example, that one part 
of the subject is illuminated by ten times 
as much incident light as another part, 
this indication of the existing lighting 
ratio is not necessarily indicative of the 
existing subject contrast. If for example 
the part receiving brighter illumination 
is white, while the portion in shade is 


| dark-colored, the actual subject contrast 


might jump from 10:1 to 50:1, or even 
higher. Conversely, if the darker subject 
is getting the bright light and the lighter 
is in shadow, subject contrast might nose- 
dive from 10:1 to only 3 or 4:1. 

Some extra care is required when using 
incident-light collectors which are flat in- 
stead of three-dimensional to insure that 
our reading is based upon all of the inci- 
dent light illuminating the scene. This 
becomes extremely critical with side- 
lighted subjects. Possibly the best, as well 
as the simplest, way to deal with this 
problem is to make your reading with the 
flat-faced cell pointed about half way 
between the camera position and the light 
source. Another good system involves the 
use of a compromise exposure between 
readings obtained from pointing the meter 
toward the camera and toward the light 
source, 


Selecting a compromise exposure 
The exposure meter (whether employ- 
ing the incident- or reflected-light meth- 
od) should be regarded not as a dictator 
but as an advisor. This advice is far more 
reliable than any the human eye is 
capable of giving because of the eye’s 
automatic enlargement and contraction 
of the pupil as lighting becomes dimmer 
or brighter. It is nevertheless subject to 


interpretation by the photographer. 

Most of this interpretation occurs on 
the exposure-calculator dials of reflected- 
light meters after the brightest and dark- 
est relevant subject areas have been 
measured. The usual advice is to give 
an exposure based upon an arbitrary set- 
ting midway between the high and low 
readings so obtained. Note, incidentally, 
that this is the median, or “in-between” 
value and not the mathematical average 
of the two readings. For example, on a 
Weston meter, the median value between 
a reading of 25 in the shadows and 200 in 
the highlights would be a setting of 75, 
while the mathematical average is 125. 

The use of this median value is a per-* 
fectly dependable system of arriving at 
an accurate exposure, particularly when 
the brightness range (as expressed by the 
ratio between these two readings) is not 
particularly high. In many cases, especial- 
ly those situations in which the bright- 
ness range is particularly high, the medi- 
an exposure will not always be the best 
exposure. 

The reason for this lies in the fact that 
exposure is a relatively more efficient 
producer of shadow density than highlight 
density. By this we mean that with an 
average black-and-white film, an increase 
or decrease in exposure that produces a 
gain or loss of 25 percent in shadow 
density might, for all practical purposes, 
produce no significant change in high- 
light density. This is a valuable fact that 
should be exploited whenever possible, 
bearing in mind that this principle be- 
comes increasingly effective as contrast 
ratios soar. 

For example, in a scene containing a 
brightness ratio of about 30:1, the expo- 
sure values of the high and low meter 
readings would range from f/22 to f/4 at 
a given shutter speed. The median value 
would advise an exposure midway be- 
tween f/8 and f/11. If instead we give a 
full stop more exposure (by setting the 
lens diaphragm between f/5.6 and f/8) we 
will tremendously increase the rendition 
of shadow detail, with only. a very slight 
increase in highlight density. Conversely, 
a decrease in exposure from the median 
of one f-stop (using a setting between 
f/11 and f/16) might slice off a worth- 
while chunk of highlight density, but with 
a tremendous loss of shadow density. Our 
choice here would, of course, depend upon 
the final effect desired, and knowing what 
we want at the time we make the picture 
is therefore a very valuable asset. 

In making brightness-range measure- 
ments with the reflected-light meter we 
have stressed the importance of making 
a third reading of the most important 
subject brightness value in the picture. 
By doing this we are immediately aware 
of the effect of our compromise exposure 
upon this important part of the picture. 
If, for example, in the situation previ- 
ously cited, our most important subject 
value were a reading takeri~from a per- 
son’s face indicating an exposure at f/5.6, 
we would know that the median exposure 
would be 114 stops less than this require- 
ment, and we would probably be inclined 
to use the exposure between f/5.6 and f/8. 
Of course, this value might have been 
considerably brighter, which would im- 
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mediately have warned us to shift our 
exposure in the opposite direction. 
Considerably less manipulation is nor- 
mally required when working with the 
incident-light method. When the meter 
does show a variation in incident-light 
intensity, however, it is best to set the 
calculator dial midway between these 
readings in order to arrive at a reliable 


over-all exposure. Subject brightnesses are | 


determined by (a) the intensity of inci- 
dent light falling on the object, and (b) 
its reflectance. Since the incident-light 
meter is completely unaware of subject 
reflectance values, adjustment of the ex- 
posure must come after the meter has 
given its advice without any manipula- 
tion. The big fact to keep in mind is that 
the incident-light reading is automatically 
geared to give correct exposure for sub- 
jects of average reflectance, like flesh 
tones. This means that in most cases the 
amount of manipulation lies within a stop 
over or under the meter reading. 

With unusual subject and/or lighting 
conditions, as well as when offbeat effects 
are desired, considerably greater adjust- 
ments may be necessary. Most photogra- 
phers are able to make such adjustments 
based upon personal experience and judg- 
ment, and keeping the relationship be- 
tween exposure variations and highlight 
and shadow density is very useful. When 
circumstances cause you to lose confi- 
dence in your ability to estimate the re- 
quired adjustment it is always possible to 
switch over to the reflected-light system 
and take brightness-range measurements 
from the subject. 


Common meter mistakes 

The two most common mistakes in tak- 
ing reflected-light readings are, first, cast- 
ing a shadow with either the meter or 
your body to cause a false reading leading 
to underexposure, and second, to allow 
the meter to be overinfluenced by bright 
areas (like the ubiquitous sky!) which 
leads to underexposure. 

In making incident-light readings the 
most prevalent goofs are blocking off part 
of the incident light falling on the subject 
by standing in the way of the collector 
cell, and taking the reading with the cell 
pointed in the wrong direction. This oc- 
curs when we intend to take a picture 
from a given direction, make our reading 
carefully directing the cell toward this 
position, and then change our mind, mov- 
ing off to one side or the other, forget- 
ting to take a new reading. 

Many other mistakes are, of course, both 
possible and popular. To guard against 
such errors we can only advise, beg, and 
plead that any of you who have not yet 
done so should sit down with your meter 
and carefully read the instruction booklet 
that was supplied with it. Photographic 
manufacturers frequently complain that 
the instruction booklet is something that 
some people sometimes read once they’ve 
gotten into trouble. The little manuals 
supplied with most high-quality exposure 
meters happen to be among the best in- 
structional literature available, and be- 
sides helping you to avoid making un- 
necessary errors, they contain valuable 
information for exploiting your meter to 
the fullest advantage—Bob Schwalberg

cameras stemming from the original 
Model III of 1933 which was, in turn, 
derived from five basic models, and 
numerous modifications which date back 
to 1924. As a seventh son, the IIIg bears 
marked resemblance to its III-series 
progenitors in basic appearance, con- 
struction, and features. But it has also 
borrowed a few ideas from another Leica 
which preceeded it, an uncle of sorts, the 
doubtable M-3. 

Before we go too far, however, it might 
be useful to briefly examine a few of 
the more important members of the 
IIlg’s immediate ancestry. 


Ancestors of the Illg— 
1933 to 1950 

The real beginning dates back to 1933 
and the Model III, which was also called 
the Leica F. This camera laid down the 
basic design that was later to be modified 
and improved. A selector dial for high 
shutter speeds mounted on the top of 
the camera housing gave speeds from 
1/20 to 1/500 sec, and bulb. A dial for 
slow speeds was located in the camera 
front and gave speeds from 1/20 to one 
full second and Time. A 1.5X magnifier 
and a focusing control were incorporated 
in the coupled rangefinder, which was 
separate from the camera’s built-in op- 
tical viewfinder. Focusing, shooting, film 
winding and rewinding, and other op- 
erational features were basically the 
same as they are today. In 1935, the 
Model IIIa, or Leica G, upped the maxi- 
mum shutter speed from 1/500 to 1/1,000 
sec, but was otherwise the same as the 
Il. 

In 1938 the Model IIIb, which was also 
known as the Model G-1938, appeared 
upon the scene. A historically interest- 
ing camera, the IIIb was the first Leica 
to close up the inch-and-a-half gap be- 
tween the rangefinder and viewfinder 
eyepieces, and the last Leica to retain the 
original body length of 5% inches. A 
minor IIIb innovation was the location of 
the rangefinder focusing lever underneath 
the rewind knob instead of being a part 
of the finder-eyepiece flange. 

Two years later, in 1940, when the 
Model IIIc (apparently the first Leica 
model not to be known by two or more 
different names) was introduced, the cam- 
era body grew \% inch longer. This meant 
that a number of accessories which fas- 
tened onto, or replaced, the camera base- 
plates of earlier models became obsolete, 
and a new series of baseplate accessories 
had to be introduced. 

In the IIIc the shutter was altered so 
that the slowest speed on the high-speed 
dial, and the fastest on the slow-speed dial 
was 1/30 sec, instead of the previous 1/20 
sec. The frame-counting dial at the base 
of the winding knob was modified so that 
it now moved only one frame number 
with each winding instead of following 
the winding knob all the way around. 
The last IIe also included a locking stud 
at the 1/30-sec position on the slow-speed 
selector dial and click stops at all the 
other settings. 

In its seven-year existence the Model 
IIIf was modified at least four times so 
June, 1957

that some had black synchro dials and 
one set of shutter speeds while others had 
red synchro dials and a different set of 
shutter speeds. Some had self-timers, and 
some didn’t. And most had film-type and 
speed indicators built into the winding 
knob, but a few didn’t. 


The Leica Ilif—1950 to 1957 

The most important innovation of the 
Model IIIf was the introduction of in- 
ternal flash synchronization to the Leica 
camera. A single socket at the rear of the 
camera, about a half inch away from the 
viewfinder window, served as the contact 
point for a special locking cord tip sup- 
plied by Leitz. Synchro dials located at 
the base of the high-shutter-speed selector 
dial provided variable timing control. 
Printed tables gave the proper synchro 
settings for various flashbulb and shutter- 
speed combinations. The early black-dial 
IIIf cameras permitted the synching of 
electronic flash and certain types of short- 
duration flashbulbs at 1/30 sec. Later, 
red-dial IIIfs permitted this X-synchro- 
nization at either 1/25 or 1/50 sec, with 
different synchro dial settings. 

Aside from this internal synchroniza- 
tion, the appearance of delayed-action 
timers on the front of the camera body, 
and the film-speed-and-type reminder dial 
built into the hollowed-out winding knob, 
the rest of the IIIf design was either iden- 
tical, or very similar, to the earlier IIc 
and IIIb cameras. 


The New Leica Model Ilig 

The IIIg differs from the IIIf and its 
other III-series ancestors in three major 
and two minor respects. 

The three major changes are (1) an en- 
larged viewfinder with illuminated frame 
lines and automatic parallax correction, 
(2) a somewhat improved rangefinder, 
with rangefinder and viewfinder eye- 
pieces brought closer together than here- 
tofore, and (3) automatic internal syn- 
chronization which eliminates the synchro 
dial system used in the IIIf. 

The two minor changes are the recali- 
bration of the shutter-speed settings and 
the relocation of the film-type-and-speed 
indicator. 

Let’s take these in order: 


Bigger, Brighter Viewfinder 

The very much enlarged and improved 
viewfinder is by far the most valuable in- 
novation introduced in the Model IIlIg. 
Without being unduly invidious, it may 
with reasonable accuracy be described as 
a scaled-down version of the M-3 view- 
finder design. Both image size and bright- 
ness have greatly surpassed the IIIf finder. 
The magnification employed is somewhat 
less than one-to-one, and my estimate is 
that the image scale is probably very close 
to 80 percent of full life size. 

Well within the finder’s full field an il- 
luminated bright-line frame, somewhat 
similar to the M3’s, marks off the field of 
view covered by a standard 50-mm lens. 
In the center of this frame appear four 
illuminated triangular corner markers 
which show the field encompassed by a 
90-mm medium-long-focus lens. These 
markings can also be used in perfect

safety with the 85-mm focal length which 
actually covers a field angle one degree 
wider than that of the 90-mm lens. 

The illumination for these frame lines 
and corner markers is obtained from a 
frame-line illuminator window. 


Built-In Automatic Parallax 
Correction 


The 50-mm brightline frame and the 
90-mm corner markers are coupled di- 


| rectly with the camera’s focusing mech- 


anism to provide automatic parallax cor- 
rection at all distances. The system is 
similar to the one provided in the M-3 
camera, with one very important differ- 


; ence. 


Because the center of the M-3 cam- 
era’s viewfinder is displaced approximate- 
ly 14% inches to the left of the center of 
the lens it was necessary to construct the 
parallax-correction mechanism so _ that 
the frame lines always move diagonally. 
When the M-3 is focused upon nearby 
objects its frame line therefore moves 
both down, and to the right. If focused 
upon more distant subjects, the same 
frame lines reverse both their directions 
and slide up, and to the left. In this way 
the finder corrects simultaneously for up- 
and-down, as well as left-and-right paral- 
lax errors. 

The problem of parallax correction for 
the Leica IIIg was greatly simplified by 
virtue of the fact that its viewfinder dis- 
placement is only approximately %4 of an 
inch (again to the left) of the lens center. 
Inasmuch as this amount of viewfinder 
displacement is small enough to be con- 
sidered negligible at normal shooting dis- 


tances, it was not felt necessary to incor- 
| porate any diagonal or sidewise motion in

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the parallax correction setup. Therefore, 
when the IlIIg is focused on nearby ob- 
jects the frame lines drop straight down, 
while focusing upon distant objects will 
cause them to rise straight up. 

Incidentally, the only 35-mm cameras 
with built-in viewfinders providing auto- 
matic parallax correction today are the 
Leica M-3 and IIlg. 


improvements in the Ilig 
Rangefinder 


Optical improvements have apparently 


| been made in the IIIg rangefinder, which 
|seems to produce a brighter and some- 
| what more contrasty set of coincident fo- 
|cusing images than the IIIf rangefinder. 
|The 12-power magnification, and the ad- 


justable focusing lever which accommo- 


| dates eyesight variations, further increase 
| this rangefinder’s accuracy and the speed 


with which it can be employed. 

The separation between the rangefinder 
and viewfinder windows on the Model 
IIIg has shrunk to a mere 1/16 inch. This 
close positioning of the two eyepieces 
makes it a lot easier for the eye to hop 
back and forth, alternately focusing and 
framing. 


Automatic ‘‘No Dial’’ Flash 
Synchronization 


In abandoning the adjustable synchro- 


dial system of the IIIf in favor of fully 
automatic synchronization, the IIIg has 
again borrowed an idea from the M-3. 
The only real advantage of the compli- 
cated synchro-dial system was its ability 
to permit synchronizing medium-peak 
flashbulbs at materially higher shutter 
speeds than are possible with the auto- 
matic setup. 

Two shutter speeds may be used for 
synchronizing electronic-flash units and 
short-duration bulbs like the M-2, SM, or 
SF. These are indicated by tiny lightning 
bolts engraved on the camera’s high-shut- 
ter-speed selector dial, the red bolt rep- 
resenting 1/25 and the black 1/50 sec. 

No synchronization data was available 
for flashbulbs at the time this article was 
prepared, but it appears probable that the 
IlIg will duplicate the shutter speed rec- 
ommendations given for the M-camera. 


Recalibrated Shutter Speeds 

The recalibration of the Illg shutter 
follows a logical progression in which 
each speed gives exactly twice as much 
exposure as the next faster speed, and ex- 
actly half as much as the next slower 
speed, with only two hair-splitting excep- 
tions. 

Starting with the slow-speed dial the 
calibrations are: 1, 4, %, ¥%, 1/15, and 1/30 
sec, while the high-speed dial gives 1/30, 
1/60, 1/125, 1/250, 1/500, and 1/1,000 sec. 
As in previous II]-series cameras, a Time 
setting is located on the slow-speed dial, 
Bulb on the high-speed dial. 


Relocation of Film Type-and-Speed 
indicator 

The film type-and-speed indicator, or 
reminder dial, has been built into the 
back of the IlIg instead of being incor-

porated in the film-winding knob as in the 
IIIf. The dial provided is identical to the 
one supplied on the M-3. 


Other Features Follow I11-Series 
Tradition 

All operational features such as shut- 
ter release, film advance, film rewind, 
lever-actuated delayed-action. timer, etc., 
are pure heredity and follow IIl-series 
tradition in toto. The body length of the 
IlIlg remains an unchanged 5% inches, 
and all Ile and IIIf attachments can be 
used with the IIIg. This most certainly 
includes the Leicavit rapid-action film- 
advance device which replaces the cam- 
era’s base plate. The only body change 
is the slightly higher top section which 
was necessitated by the enlarged, paral- 
lax-corrected viewfinder.

the kind of miniature work Don Ornitz 
does, Bullock observes: “Children are 


a favorite and natural subject for the 


miniature cameraman. Their mercurial 
emotions and restless natures present 
an endless but fleeting target.” Ornitz 
picks up the cue: “The main problem in 
this kind of photography is the camera 


getting between you and the subject. | 


Everything possible must be done to cre- 


ate a casual mood. The child’s thoughts | 


and actions must be his own. Life should 
go on as if the only apparatus were the 
photographer’s eye.” He recalls, concern- 
ing the picture on our opening spread, 
how at first the camera was “that big 
eye” to his daughter; then how it became 


completely unobtrusive when she was | 


wrapped up in music. 

Ornitz contributes a valuable tip to the 
small-camera child photographer, “an 
operation that demands self-control but 
really works. Try to make whatever the 
child is doing, observing, or hearing more 
important to you than taking pictures. If 
your interest in the activities comes 
through to the child strongly the camera 
will become only a minor distraction. The 
reward for casual-appearing concentra- 
tion is a series of pictures in which all 
elements come together in a spontaneous 
way that could never be planned or ar-

Answers to 
Popular Photography Quiz

1 Adds motor for shooting high-speed 
sequences. The accessory shown here is 
the Leica Motor which attaches to the cam- 
era in place of the baseplate. 


2 Photographer exposed only for the 
flash.

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Try Thin-Emulsion Films 


happen during exposure consider a single 
ray of light representing a very tiny 
image point on the subject. 

The light ray is brought into focus by 
the camera lens and strikes the front sur- 
face of the film emulsion. Here it strikes 
a number of the tiny crystals of light-sen- 
sitive silver halides to form a _ latent 
image that will later be blackened in the 
development process. This image con- 
forms to the shape of the image point in 
the subject according to the capabilities 
of the lens and film. 

At this point the ray has done all that 
we want it to do. Unfortunately, however, 
it continues to penetrate the turbid emul- 
sion layer throughout whose depth lie 
suspended millions of other light-sensitive 
halide crystals. As the ray moves deeper 
and deeper into the emulsion, it moves 
farther and farther away from its original 
point of entry into the emulsion, and parts 
are scattered off in every direction. Dur- 
ing these travels it has struck, and there- 
fore made developable, many more light- 
sensitive crystals than it originally af- 
fected to form the latent image at the 
surface of the emulsion. 

Finally it bumps into the anti-halation 
backing and is absorbed. Upon develop- 
ment our tiny image point will be repre- 
sented by the original surface crystals 
(now reduced to tiny specks of metallic 
silver by the developer’s alchemy) plus 
all the other crystals with which it col- 
lided during its eventful journey into the 
emulsion. The result is that our image 
point has been enlarged and its shape dis- 
torted. 

This phenomenon is known as irradia- 
tion, and its injurious effects are directly 
proportional to the thickness of the emul- 
sion. Because thin-film emulsions are so 
very much thinner than those of normal 
films the amount of irradiation distortion 
of any single-subject image point is con- 
siderably smaller. 

Exposure may be likened to a contagi- 
ous disease that jeopardizes the health of 
those closest to the infected individual. In 
just this way, halide crystals in close 
proximity to a group of exposed crystals 
will catch the disease of developability. 
Upon development, the specks of non- 
image-forming silver which they produce 
further reduce the sharpness of our neg- 
ative by filling in the gaps between vari- 
ous grains of image-forming silver. Like 
the irradiation phenomenon this occurs in 
thin-films as well as normal emulsions, 
but because the thin-films contain a lot 
less silver, and also because the individual 
specks are much smaller, this injurious 
process is also considerably curtailed in 
thin-film negatives. 

This contraction of the developability 
disease by non-image-forming silver is 
directly proportional to the amount of 
exposure received, and once we give more 
exposure than is actually needed to prop- 
erly record the required amount of 
shadow detail we are also reducing the 
potential sharpness of the film. For the 
sharpest results with any film, the basic 
principle is this: Give the least amount of 
exposure required to produce the min- 
imum amount of shadow density desired.

The simplest and most direct way to | 
insure uniform minimum-exposure levels | 
with any type of film is to remove the | 
overgenerous safety factor incorporated 
in the manufacturer’s speed index by re- 
rating it to a higher exposure index. In 
so doing we are, in effect, trading safety 
(i.e., exposure latitude) for potential | 
image quality, and more care should be 
exercised in the use of our exposure 
meters, 

Medium-contrast thin-films, which in- 
cludes all the films now available in 
America with the exception of Adox KB- 
14 and R-14, perform best with a basic 
exposure approximately one full stop less 
than the manufacturers’ recommenda- 
tions. This is achieved by using an emul- 
sion-speed setting on the exposure meter 
which is twice the published index. Su- 
perthin-emulsion films of the KB-14 and 
R-14 type are probably best held to a 
half stop less than the recommended ex- 
posure by multiplying their published in- | 
dexes by a factor of 1.5. 

Incidentally, this use of a higher index 
to achieve optimum image quality is no 
wild dream concocted by speed-thirsty 
zealots, as some recent writings might 
lead you to believe. No less an authority 
than the Eastman Kodak Company has | 
recommended that their ASA 25-rated 
thin-emulsion film, Panatomic-X, be re- | 
rated to 50 for maximum sharpness and 
finest grain. One proviso accompanied | 
this recommendation: That the 50 rating | 
should be accompanied by careful and | 
accurate use of a properly calibrated ex- 
posure meter. (It is also interesting to 
note that the rerating involves no increase 
in development.) 

In general, the exploitable exposure lat- 
itude of most thin-films extends from ap- 
proximately one stop over to two stops 
under an exposure based on a speed in- 
dex twice the manufacturer’s published 
figure. This is more than adequate for 
anyone who uses an exposure meter with 
reasonable care. 

The six 35-mm and five 120-roll-film, 
thin-emulsion films listed in the chart on 
page 65 are all excellent products yield- 
ing a combination of brilliance, gradation, 
sharpness, and ultrafine grain that should 
satisfy even the most obnoxious grain 
sniffers. 

One film, Ilford Pan-F, is a completely 
redesigned emulsion, and two, Perutz 
Perpantic 17 (35-mm) and Perpantic 18 
(120 roll film) are new in the sense that 
they have only recently been introduced 





to the American market. Perutz has, in 
addition, a third superthin-emulsion film 
Pergrano 14 (rated at ASA 20) which will 
be available by the time this article ap- 
pears, but wasn’t available for testing at 
the time it was prepared. Pergrano is a 
new version of an old European standby 
that has been used in lens testing by Ger- 
man manufacturing for many years. The 
new Pergrano is said to preserve the old 
(somewhat slower) film’s ultrafine grain 


and extreme sharpness without the high | 


contrast for which it was well known. 
Ilford Pan-F was until recently a very 

contrasty superthin-emulsion film sim- 

ilar in most respects (though considerably 
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more contrasty) to Adox KB-14. The new 
emulsion represents a switchover to a 
film whose speed and gradation are very 
similar to that of Panatomic-X and KB-17. 
The film is rated at “ASA 25, Weston 24,” 
despite the fact that ASA 25 is normally 
translated as Weston 20, while a rating 
of Weston 24 is generally accepted as 
ASA 32. Confusion ended when the film 
got into the enlarger’s: Pan-F is almost 
exactly equal in speed to Panatomic-X, 
which is, of course, rated at ASA 25. 

Gevaert Microgran 27, which we tested 
for the first time, proved to be another 
excellent performer of the KB-17—Pan- 
atomic-X type. 

Both the Adox films have recently un- 
dergone some less than fundamental 
changes, according to the importer. 
Frankly, we were unable to detect any 
difference in comparative tests with old 
and new KB-17 emulsions, but the KB-14 
shows a marked increase in brilliance. 
The tendency toward extreme flatness in 
the middle tones which resulted from any 
degree of overexposure has now com- 
pletely disappeared, making KB-14 a 
much easier film to work with than it 
used to be. 


No. 120-roll-film versions of all these 
films except for Ilford Pan-F are also 
available. In general, the roll films closely 
parallel the 35-mm versions, but tend to 
be slightly flatter and faster. The greater 
clarity of the thinner film bases used in 
roll film produces exceptionally beautiful 
gradation in negatives made with these 
films. 

The development of thin-emulsion films 
has been dealt with many times before in 
these pages. Here, for the record, is a 
very brief run-down: 

Because of the small amount of silver 
contained within a thin-emulsion film, de- 
velopment tends to take place much more 
rapidly than with normal films and in- 
creases the dangers implicit in overdevel- 
opment: blocked highlights, chalky con- 
trasts, excessive grain, and reduced sharp- 
ness. 

On the other hand, the use of old-line 
fine-grain developers containing various 
silver solvents is inadvisable because this 
loss of image-forming silver undermines 
good resolution, and the pseudo fine-grain 
effect produced by enlarging the spacing 
between adjacent grain clumps is not 
only unnecessary; it’s a criminal waste of 


the thin emulsion’s potential image quality. 

Best bet for development of thin-films is 
the special non-fine-grain compensating 
developers especially tailored to their 
needs. These developers are very dilute 
(hence operate slowly enough to do jus- 
tice to both ends of the scale), contain no 
silver solvents (which undermine sharp- 
ness), and have no restrainer (insuring 
maximum utilization of shadow density). 

If you haven’t tried thin-emulsion films 
and compensating developers (like F.R.’s 
X-22, or the German Neofin Blue and 
Neofin Red) you owe it to yourself to 
give them a whirl this summer—they’re 
the best things that have happened to 
black-and-white photography in many 
years.—
